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T is written in Hiſtories 
2 FJ (Right worſhipfull) that the Sonnes 
2 Nh and — or ſome other 
E :zcalous Philoſophers, being deſirous 
to leaue ſome thing worth memotie 
D vnto their poſterities: did make two: 
c pillars, oae of braſſe, and another of 
> earth, wherm were grouen the princi- 
les of the ſeuen ſciences, to the end their ſucceſlouts ſhoulde 
vnderſt ind the good wils of their predeceſſouts: herby they 
did ſer forch and ſne all ſuch good knowledge & learning. as 
they had found out in their time, to the furtherance ,oftheir 
common- wealth. So likewiſe now, things neceſſarie for the 
ſame, ought not to be deferd, or lightly to be reg uded, or foi- 
poten. And whereas the delight ot people ate of divers kinds, 
the ſame is perceived by their doings. But as te uching their 
delighies, thoſe ought chiefly to bee regarded which profite 
molt che common vealth. As (among the reſt) the gouerne- 
ment and preſeruation of cattell, and ſuch like: wherein (for 
lack of knowledge) oſt times the poore man looſeth his beaſt, 
Alſo I haue knowne that the diſeaſed cattell of wealthy yeo« 
men, and other poore men, ſometimes haue all periſhed, where 
by the whole pariſhes haue bin impoueriſhed: which thinge 
kath bin a great loſſe yato ſu:hrownes, and alſo hinderances 
A3 vnto

vntothe common - wealth. Mar. Tul. ¶ ĩcero was euer deſirous 
to further country and common-wealch; and ſalde, chat day 
was cuill ſpent, that he did not therein doe good to his com- 
mon · wealth: I would it were ſo now. Euen ſo likewiſe out 
predeceſſors, Ariſtotle, Virgil. Plato, and many other in gi- 
uing vs examples therein, haue left immortall fame behinde 
them in w⸗iting, through the good xale aud loue they had to 
their 2 and common- weath. Which thing likewiſe 
{Right wotſfupfull) hath mooued me of long time co gather 
and put in viriting the doings of diuers and ſundry perſons, as 
well ſtrangers, as of our owne country men, to ſne the helps 
for moſt diſeaſes in cattell. And for as much as I am enformed 
our worſhip is deſirous to kao & vnderſtãd of the gouern- 
ment of cattell, and of the fatting of Oxen , to the intent to 
ſhewe the good will I beare, to further therin, I thought good 
to ſet forth the practiſes of many men, how to helpe cattel dif- 
eaſed : which thing ought not to be kept ſecret for the lucre of 
a fewe: but rather Ido communicate this my labour to him 
that hath delight therein. If any thinke not well hereof, or de- 
ſpiſe this my trauell, I will friendly deſire them with theſe 
wordes: 2uod meliora noſti,candidus imparti, ſi non, his viere 
mecum. Which is, If you knowe any better how to mend it, of 
our curteſie impart it: if not, take part of this with me. Thus 
1 leaue to trouble your worſhip any further, deſiring you to 
beare with this my plain and rude ſtile, and to be the defender 
thereof in print: and in ſo doing, I ſhall thinke my trauell well 
beſtowed, my paines much delighted, and my good will well 
xecompenſed,

V en J had gathered and colfected gentle Nea⸗ 

der) certaine medicines haw.foz to helpe cattell, 
and to gouerne them. J conſidered what benefit , and pꝛo⸗ 
fit it might be to my countrie and'cammon-wealth , eſpe- 
cially vnts the hulbandmen, and ſuch as haue the go⸗ 
uernement of Dren, Pozſes, Shepe, and ſuch other cat- 
tell. Foꝛ oft times ſoꝛ want of knowledge, many cattell 
being ficke, doe periſh and die, whereas ſickueſle and 
' hurfes arsAfcivent'vntq men diuers Wales, euen ſo if 
chaunceth vnto cattell. Wheretupon A thought if good to 
take oct ati an foz the love of my countrey and common⸗ 
wealth, to wzite lomewhat, partly of the gouernement 
foʒ our molt vſed cattell, as Dren, Kine, Calues,Yozſcs, 
Sheepe, Yogges; and fuch: with diucts app2aied reme- 
dies foꝛ them, Plainely ind perfectly ſetfo2th to be vnder⸗ 
ſtove of the vnlearned Pulbandman, as of the learned 
ſetting in a beaſt: Declaring likewiſe the oder and nas 
ture of Yogges, with the vie of Dogges, and the cavſe of 
their madneſle , with textaite helpes againſt the bitten 
tattell, and alſo to helpe mangie Dogges with diuers 
app2oued waies to make moules, in any kinde ol ground. 
Which thing ye thall finde out in the Tables of the ſame 
by Alphabet, and number, deuided into thzee bookes. 
Truſting (gentle Reader) thou wilt take all in good part, 
as is meant of ths Authoz hereof,”

hat knowledge a man ought to haue, 
that vſeth to buy and ſell Oxen. 


Pay not eaſſiy,noz.wil ſax all that a man 
onght to follow oz to auoid in buping ot᷑ 
Oren. But ye ſhal this vnderſkand, Ore 
art acco2ding to the region and countris 
where they are b2ed: fo2 as there is a di- 
nerfitie of grounds and countries: ſo 
likewiſe there is diuecſities ot bodies, and 
diuerſities of naturall courage. And bkewiſe diuerũtie in 
haire ehozne of them. Fo2 thoſe oren in Aſia be ofone ſszt:ex 
thoſe in France of another ſoꝛt:ſo linewiſe here in England 
ol an other ſoꝛt. And yet not fa many dinerſitics of Pzoumn-s 
tes: but as many dinerſlties in the beaſts as in Italy, in 
Capam therethey haue white Dren,and of ſmall body, vet 
derie god to labour in the plough and till the ground. Alſo 
in the Dutchy of Vrben, there are great oren both white 
and red, mightis of body t ofa great courage. Jn Tuſcane 
and about Rome, the oren are well ſet qthicke, and frong 
made to labour Likewiſe in the Alpes and hils of Burgony, 
thep be ſtrong t can weil endure all labour, q faire likewiſe 
withall. But neuertheleſſe, although they do ius differ ſo 

in diuerſe parts, vet the buyer ſhall marke and underſtand 

n certaine generall rules of Dren,the which Mago of 

e hath giuen vs, and faith : he that will buy Dren, 

muſt buy young oxen, well quartered, hauing large and big 

members, with long hoꝛnes ſomewhat blacke,Grouge big: 

his fozobead hond, and his bzowes watackled 2: his earcs 

rough within. and hatry like veluet,his eyes great large, 
his monzellblacke,bis noftrils croked, within x very open 
aud wide, the chinne of bis necke long, thicke. andflethie, 
the vawlappe 03 ſkings that hangeth vnder his thzoat, — 
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be great in hanging almoft downe ts his knees, his b;eafk 
round and bigge, his ſhoulders large and depe. Bis belly 
bigge compaſle in falling depe, his ribbes to be wide and 
open, his raines large, his backe freight e flat, with a tittis 
bending toward the rumpe: his thighes round, his legges 
ſtraight and well truſt}, rather ſome wat ſhoꝛt then long: 
bis knees fall and round truft, his holes and claw es on his 
fete to he large and hund vnder fate, his taple long, any 
well haired:and to be baiefe. his bodie to be thick and ſhoꝛt. 
bis colour to be redde 02 blacke is beſf. Alſo to be gentle and 
e iſie to handle t touch, to lead oz to occupie. Theſe are the 
chickeſt pꝛoperties (i a man would luy)to know a god Dre 
by, there, dani the beſt way how 1031 {o tame them. 


The manner and w ay beſt ſor a man to 
tame his Oxen. 


Art to dle t ben is this: ve ſhal vſe to handle your Drs 

len, and touch them when they are voung bullockes and 
ta ues. and alſo vſe to tye them and to binde them ko the 
fall, (o that hexeafter; it ſhall not be painefull vnto ydu'ts 
tame thom, no2 pet ſo daungeraus to bznile them as when 
they were olde. And pet J would not haue them to be fas 
med, not befoze thage yearcs, noꝛ after flue yeares: foꝛ the 
one is to weake and tender, and the other is to hard and 
ſcrong to tame thoſe which ſhall be taken wilde and flerte: 
foz pee ſhall then ſone hurt them. Thereloꝛe in honfing 
them firſt, ve ſhall make your dwze large toz them to got 
in and aut, and make a right comming into the houſe , fo; 
crulbivg one another. And alſo let pour tals be bourded 
vnder their erte and like wile befoze them / and lot tde rollt 
beam aner their heads be of ſeuen ttt high / to tie vp ther 
heads ifnede be. Pe chall alſo faſten them fru thereunto, 
and within a while after, yet ſhall vſe to handle them by 
the head and hoznes, and vſe to water them in the ftall:foz- 
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bycimming abzoad; they will ſake to beate away. will 
de voaue them toges 


of Oxen; 3 
ther foz tiwo daies ab2oad : ve ſhall likewiſe take god heꝛde 
that one ore touch not another with their hoꝛnes: lo with ⸗ 
in two v2 th; daies that ye ſc them ware maze tame, to- 
wards the evening ye may pꝛous to leade them fwzth, and 
to walke them halle a mile ſpace 02 moze, and ſo returne as 
gaine, But firſt ye mult (& to ty them ſo ffraight,- that 
they may not well mone their heades, then appzoach 
gently, and goe befozethem,not behind them, noz on their 
ſides:and ſpeake to them faire, and ſo accuſtome them to ſ& 
and behold the kper: then rubbe their heads, and touch 
their noftrilles and mouze les, ſo that they may know and 
fele the ſent ofthe ke per, and thus pee may vie them all. 
Pe ſhall alſo waſh and [p2inckle them with wine, to make 
them moꝛe tame an? familiar with yon, and then put your 
hand vnder their bellies, and betwirt their thighes, fo the 
end that when ve doe touch them there, they te not away 
02 ſtrike. And vle them thus, that ye may at any time take 
from the flies, wo2zmes , oz tyks, Then vſe.to bes moze 
niere their ſides, buf not behind fo; feare of a blowe with 
their fete, and then vſe to open their iawes and take fo:th 
their tongue, and rub the pallet oftheir mouth with ſalt; 
and vſe once oꝛ twice a peare to giue them a dzinke mirt 
with o ie pound of ſalte greaſe melted, with thꝛe pintes 
of ale oz wine And by traning and vſing them thus, per 
may ſone make them tame, ſo that ye may ſone after vſe 
them to the poke in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
ore,and ſo to tye them to ſome tree , 02 other thing, and then 
pe may vis them to the plough. But firſt vſe them to 

ſome light earth, fo2 the other may lone tire, and lo dull 

them, becauſe their neckes being yet but ſolt and tender, 

may ſone be bzuiſed and gawled with the bowe, & poake, 

i the earth be very harde, and they as then are but tendor 

rude. And aboue all, take hede in taming a Bul, that ha 

hurt you not with his hoznes, oꝛ fete. Foz iłpe do not vſe 

him oꝛderly at the firſt, v ſhall hardelp tame him aſter, 
but hee will haue one ill touch oz other: and like wiſe an 

olde ore is moze harder to tame, and doubtfuller then the 
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young Ore. Foz J haue pꝛwued (laith he) and had experi- 
ence thereof at my houſe : and to frame a young Ore to the 
plough 02 carte, ye ſhall match bim beſt with an olde 
Dre that is tame, very ſtrong and gentle, which will 
holde the young Dre backe it he be to haſtie, oꝛ pluck hun 
fozward,ifhe be to ſlowe: oz if pee will, vee may u ake & 
yoke fo2 thze Oren, and pat the young Dre in the mide, 
and by that meanes ye ſhall make the mc ſt hardict Dre ta 
be tame, and refuſe no labour at thc length. Fo2 the young 
Oxe (being neuer ſo tubbozne/in remaining be: ene the 
two old Oren they wi l (il he be to ſlacke) cenfiraine him 
to dꝛawe, oz iſhe would ſhote fozwarde ane holde 


dim backe and ſlay him oz if he would dꝛawe b „they 
will hold him fo2ward. Alle, if he would lie dolbne, the o⸗ 
ther will hold him vp Thus by pollicie he map be let ot his 
ftubbozne fo: wardnes. Alſo poake him to wild tultockes 
that haue not labouredbefoze,and ſo let them gee poaked, 
fole together fo2 two oz the dapes, and ſo they will ware 
tame. And alittle chaſtening after will make him cndurs 
to labour well: and ſome poung Dren after they be made 
tame and gentle,they wil wart weary and liedowne in the 
furrowe.and when any doe ſo, he cught not ſuddenly to bs 
cozrecned and raiſed againe by violence, hut by ſeme gitte 
mranes after a little reſt, fo2 he may lie downe ty ſcme os 
ther occaſion,as ſckneſſe oꝛ faintnefle,either want on cat 
and water, which wil treuble him moze the blcwes.UWhs * 
t ny ive ſo downe by llothtulneſſe ye ſhall binde fall his feet 
that he can not riſe to fœde, and let him ſo lie, and ſo he ſhall 
be cöſtrayned ih2zough hunger and thirſt to leaue his wea 
ric fiothfalnefſe, which doe Cidcme happen. alſo pe ſtall 
not poke together two beaſtes cf vnequal ſtrength and ſta⸗ 
ture, foꝛ the weaker ſhall ſtill haue the wozſe.Againe thole 
beaſtes are beff to labour that paſſe on the wap without 
fearc offhadcwes, dogges, waters, oꝛ any other thing they 
ſe o heare, and theſe beaſtes alſo that eatemuch, and low 
ta chewing fo2 they digeſt betler and doe ke&pe theirfo:cs 
and vcrtue without waxing lcane oz febie,moze than — 
whic 
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WH'ch are haftie fevers. Allo this is conn?ed a great fa alt 
in ſome keepers of oren;'WHhich will haue his ore rather fat 
then leane: wherefo2e to labour the bodie of a frauaiting 
ore, o2 other ought to be in a meane 02 god eſtate, rather 
then fat, hauing his muſcles 02 nerfes ſtrongly made not 
charged with fafte, which will but græue them to lacour 
when they are ſo. Thus J will leaue of their government, 
and ſpeake hereafter of diſeaſes, as if an ore haue water in 
his bellie, ve hall giue him the iuice ol hempe leaues 
with water to dꝛinke, 92 the leaues of Elder it 
ale dz bers doe purge by ſerge. oz the rot ſodde in gib u ine 
d2 ale and giuen, is good to auoid water out o 
and belly, 


The remedies for certaine diſeaſes in Oxen, Kine, 


and other cattell. 
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in Latine Droſtis, mixed with bitter fifches. Some do giue 
them alittle of a ſerpents ſkinne beaten with wine, They 
doe vſe alſo to beat wildetime, 02 ſayozie in ſweet wine, 
and ſo giue it, which is counted verie good fo2 them. Likes 
wiſe the ſea Onion called Squilla in Latine, to be cut ſmall 
and ſoaked in water, and ginen to ſwallow it. All theſe 
oz euerie of them when they are miniſtred, ought to be gi⸗ 
uen and miniſtred thꝛee dates together, a pinte oꝛ moze at 
once to a beaſt, which wil purge their belly, and take away 
the dileaſes, and allo doth renewe them vnto ſtrength and 
health againe. And among all medicines, the lers ot oliues 
to be giuen, is a ſingular good medicine mixt with as much 
water asl&s, Wherefoze , it Mall not bee ill to accuſtome 
your cattell thus: pee ſhall firſt ſpꝛinckle therewith gently 
their meate, and then put a little thereof into their water, 
and at length ye may mire in their wafer a moze poꝛtion 
thereof:and ſo giue it vnto them, and likewiſe among their 
meat: ſo thus ye may vſe to kepe them Ay in 
health as they did vle them in times paſt, 
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The cauſe of Peſtilence in Cittell 


12 cauſes of peſtilente, one thing is the chafing ofcat- 
tell: whercfoze ye muſt not chafe pour cattell much in 
labour, ſpecially in ſommer , fo2 that Toth beſides bzing 
vnto them the flure ofthe belly,o2 elſc an ague.Alſo yeſhal 
neither let hegges 02 hennes to enter into their Kalles, fi 
their doung being mixt with your cattels meat, will bz@de 
a peſtilente at length, and kill them. And lpecially the dang 
of hogges doth bꝛerde a murren among cattell(the ſoner) in 
eating thereof, if remedie be not lone had, they will grow 
to a mui ren, and die thereof, Thercmedies are theſe, yes 
muſt by and by change their laier, and deuide them into 
many partes, and farre off frem thence . And alſo ſepa- 
rate the tole from the ficke : fo2 one beaſt infected, will 
poylon all the reſt in ſhozt time. Now wien pe haue chan⸗ 
ged them into other parts, vte mult put them t 
other 
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other beaſts doe fade with them to the ene they doe nok in- 
fect others therein: and to onercome this peſtilent euill, is 
to gine them medicines: therefoze thug ye muſt vſe them: 
Peſhall take of wilde carret, called in Latine Daucus, oz 
wilde Parſenepe,o2 of grounſiil oz of Angelica rotes, oz 
the rote ofthe ſeaholme named Eriogion in Latine , with 
fennell ſede,and ſpꝛinkle it with ſod wine, and fine wheas 
ten meale, with hote water, mire them ſo together, and 
giue pour ſicke cattell dzinke thereof: then fone after, yes 
call make a dzinke of Caſſia, Mirre, and Frankencenſe , in 
like poztion,mirt with as much bloud ofthe ſea Tortu,if ye 
can then put all together in a quart ofolde wine, and then 
ſquirtit into their noſtrils. Ve mud miniſter this medicine 
th:& daies together euery day a third part. 

Me baue(ſaith he)found alſo a meete ſhozt medecine and 
4 god, which is, the rote called in Latine Conſiligo, in 
French Pomele, oz Patedelion, in Engliſh I take it to be 
blacke Ellebozie, which is very god fo2 all cattell. Which 
rote ought to be taken after this manner: Yee muſt digge 
him out of the earth with pour left hand, befoze the ſunne 
doe riſe:fo2 as they ſay, he is ſo taken, and thereby he hath 
the moꝛe vertue: which you mult vſe in this ſozte: Firſt, ye 
yuiſd baze th20ugh a circle of holes with an awle oz bodkin 
ofb;zaſlee2 latin , in the flappe oz bzoadeſt parte ofthe 
bealls eare. But firſt clip away the haire on both ſides ther 
ol. and then boze your holes: ſo done, then when ye ſe the 
bloud iſſue fozth like a round circle, pa ſha'l then put into 
the ſaid holes ofthe foʒeſaid rote, cut in (mall peces. And 
when it is within the fleſh holes, that beaſt ſhall inconti- 
nently retouer and warefreſh and luſtie againe, ano ſha!l 
not fall into the danger of the laid venemous diſeaſe : Foz 
the rote will dꝛaw fo:th all the venome at the ſaid holes in 
bis eare. Mhereby that part ofthe care will rotte and fall 
away; and by the. loſle thereof, the braſte l hall eſcape 
and ber ſayed. Cornelius Celſus, his counſell is this, pet 
ren their noltrels, of Pilileto leaues _ 


o 
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with wine. but this mult be done,aſſone as your braſs be⸗ 
gin to ware ſicke, and then to vſe cuerꝑ beaſts that is infecs 
ted as afszeſaid. 


For a beaſt that doth not like, nor well digeſt 


V Ven a beat doth not digelt his meate, the fignes is 

the rawneſſe in the ſtomacke: and want of digeſti- 
on is when he belcheth often,and his guts maketh a craw⸗ 
ling, his eyes will be charged with dꝛoppes, his nerues and 
finewes' will be hard and lite: which cauſe is, hie doth 
not vle to rubbe no2 licke himſelle. The remedies are theſe, 
ve ſhall take 9. pints of warme water, and 30. Colewoat 
leaues a little bopled, and mixt with ſome vinegre, and /ſa 
make him to ſwallowe it downe,and all day after ve all 
let him eate nathing but that. Some doe tye him in the ſtal, 
t lay meate aſoʒe him ſo that he tannot eate thereof,+ then 
they take 4 pound of the toppes of lontiles, and the toppes 
of wildeoliues,andbeato them together with a pounde of 
honey, and put thereto 4.pintes of water, and then ſetteth 
it a night in theopenaire, and on themo; zowe giue it him, 
and within an houre after they give him wilde tares ;oz 
Fetchcs ſoked in water, dut nod dꝛinke: and this/yemult vo 
th:& dates together, till all the tauſe de taken away; Then 
if th's doe not help his diſgeſtion 0; crawling ol his guttes 
and belly, which thing doth trouble him fo that hee cannot 
rate his mea e, and it maketh himto weepeand to complain 
and mourne, then let him not reit long in u place, and alia 
ik he lie on the cart e ſhall remout his Head oftoa! whers 
his taile was. Alſo this is a maniteſt remedy foz- thom: ye 
ſhall binde hard the vpper parte ol his faite next his bulck: 
fo done pe all giue him then a pints and a halle of wine, 
mirt with a garter of a pint or oile vliut, ani wake hin o 
ſwallowe ee ſpat᷑e ot u mile 
a halfe Chen if the diſeaſe gor not away, vt ſhall then un 
ne int pour hands with greaſe, butter , oz ole oliue, = 
dz 
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dꝛaw foꝛth his dong at his fundament, and make him like⸗ 
wiſe to runne a good ſpace aſter. Af this p2ofit not, ye thail 
take wilde figges d2ied,and all to b2uſe them, then mire 
them with ninetimes ſomuch warme water,and ſo giue 
it vnto him. It this yethelpe not, pe ſhall then take two 
pounds ofthe leaues ofmy2ts, then ſtampe them and mire 
them with thꝛer pintes of warme water, and lo giue it with 
a horne, but firſt let him bloud vnder the taple, and chaſe 
him wel afoze pe let him bloud, to bleede the better: and whe 
he hath bled ſufficiently, then Coppe it in, binding it about 
with the barke of ſome tree, ſoz cloſepeſſe.Alſo they vle this 
remedy among the reſt, that is, to gine vnto the beaſt tha 
ounces of beaten garlicke in a pint ot wine oz moze, and 
then to dzine and make him to runne a good while after. 
Another, they vie alſo to beate two ounces of ſalt with ten 
onions,and then puts thereto a little melted honnie,and ſo 
puts it into the tewel oz arſegut ofthe beaft and after they 
chaſehim a while and make him to run. All theſe afoze- 
ſaid haue bin aſſayed againſt lacke of digeCion- 


Againſt the crowling(called of ſome) the 
crying of the guts, and freting 
thereof in Cattell. 


S concerning the crowling e crping of the guts and 
paine thereot᷑ in cat tell, which are oft times troubled 
therewith, which griefe is appeaſed and helped by this 
meanes, as when the beaſt ſhall ſodainely ſe& any thing 
ſwim, ſpecially a dꝛake on the water, ſo ſhall ſodainely bee 
healed thereof, and alſo the dꝛake in ſodaine beholding the 
beat, the ſaid beaſt ſhall be healed thereof. Likewiſe, if any 
dꝛake behold the hozle, the ſaide hoꝛſe ſhall be ſodaincly 
whole thereby. And pet at ſometimes they tan find ns me 
dicine that tan helpe. Alſo the ſigne of the trenches, with cher 

fretting of the guts are theſe. The fluxe of the bellie, with 

great abundance of fleame: the remedies are:take fine Ci- 
pres apples, with ſo many gall _ „ with olde wheate 
the 
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the weight of both the other two, then beate them well all 
together and put it into thꝛee pints of red wine, and gine 
the beaft by euen poztions thereoffouremoznings,and ye 
ſhallnot foꝛget to put thersunto (if ye can) of lentile peaſe, 
of mirts, and the croppes of wilde oline tres. All theſe haue 
bin ſaid to helpe the trenches,and fretting of the guttes, 
The flure ofthe belly doth increaſe by little and little, and 


«che lo at length goeth thzough the whole bodie of the beaſt: 


which will ſoze diminiſh his crength,and canſe him to la- 
bour very owe and faintly: When this ſhall happcn,you 
mult kepe pour ore oz other beaſt three dayes from d2ink, 
t the firſt day to giue them nothing to cate: then after giue 
him the crops of wilde oliues, oz of reede, oz of ſuch like, oz 
the ſeeds of lentle peaſe oꝛ mirts, but giue him as little 
water as you can;fo2 the fluxe ofthe belly ſometimes con- 
tinueth vnto bloud.q then it weakeneth a beaſt very much, 
and he will thereof die, if there be not ſome remedy found, 
Wherefoze the belt is as afozeſaid) to giue him no dzinke 
fo; the ſpace of foure oꝛ ſiue dayes, but to giue him the bzujs 
ſed kernels ofraifons, ſtieped all one night in red wine, 983 
to giue him of gall nuts, and of Cipres, mixt and beaten to- 
gether in red wine, and ſo giuen in a mo2ning . Likewiſe 
alſo againſt the paine of the guttes and flure thereof, ſome 
do take the ſhoutes and toppes of the tender Bap tree and 
Keeps it with ſo much lothern wood all a night in thꝛe pints 
of warme water, and ſo giue it to the beaſt faſting, Ano- 
ther: allo other doe fake and bzuiſe a quantity of the d2yed 
keznels of grapes, and giues it mirt with th:& pintes of 
red wine, and to let him dꝛzinke no other thing, but (as 
afoeſaid) the tops of Bapes, and ſothernwood ſteeped in 
warme water, ſo long as the ſaid fluxe doth continue, oz as 

ve ſhall ſe.cauſe. i 
If the fluxe doe not ſoone ceaſe,o2 the paine of the guttes 
and belly, y& ſhall giue them but little meat toz the ſz ace 
okth:& 02 4 dayes. Fo2 his head being then charged with 
a watrich humoꝛ, he ſhall (by cating littie;auoyde moze ea⸗ 
fie the water out of his eyes, and at his noſe, then 8 
wile 
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wiſe her ſhould doe, and fo2 an extreame and ſpedy remedy 
thergof,ye muſt burne him in the mids ofhis ſoꝛehead, with 
a hot yron vnto the bone:and alſo flit oz race his eares,and 
after rubbe the place twiſe a day with ſome Dre pille war⸗ 
med on the fire:and vſe this medicine vntil he be whole. ad 
alſo pt ſhal annoint the burnt place of h is ſozehead,with 
karre and oile oliue mixt together, which thing is counted a 
bery god and perked remedie. 

If your beaſt haue the flure of bloud, ſome do vſe to fake 


a quantitie of newe hogges doung,with ahandfull of the Flux: ot 
moſſe that groweth about the feet ofan Ache tree,and chops blood. 


it very (mall, with the hogges doung and then they mixe it 
with aquart of god ſtrong ale o2bere,and ſo giues it the 
beaſt in the mozning with a hozne.Another:ſome fakes a 
quicke loch fiſh. and puts it in his thzoate,and makes him 
fo ſwallow it. Another: take alſo the hearb called Blond- 
wort, with the hearb called ſhepards purſe, of ech a hand⸗ 
full, and then chop them together ſmall, and io mixe them 
with a quart of milke of one coloured Cowe, and firre 
them well together, with (ome leauen of bzowne b2eade, 
then do pou ſtraine it with the runnet of mik, and ſo gine 
it to the beaſt milke warme firſt and laſt, eight or nine daies 
together. Another: take th2z& onnces of Facioli, called in 
Latine Smilax, in Engliſh kidnep-beane,o2 long beane: 
take thoſe which are red, and ſire drams of pepper, with a 
quantity ofthe ſ&de ofbrome made in fine powder, and ſo 
giue him thereof twiſe oꝛ thriſe a dap: inputting three oun» 
ces ofthe ſaid pouder in two quartes of milke. Another: 
ſome doe make the beaſt to ſwallowe aliue frogge, in cut- 
ting off one ok his legges, and ſo puts if downe his th2oate. 
Another: ſome other do take of new hogges doung, mixt 
with a guarteoffirong ale 02 beere, and ſo giues thereofto 
the beaſt, moꝛning, at none, aud at night, the ſpace ofthrg& 
dayes together:often proued. Another:ſome take fine 22 ſix 
ſmall thinne ices of the leaneſt of Partlemas befe,andlet 
them be laid a while to ſoke in a quart oſ ſtrong ale o2 beere, 


and put thereto one handfull of hogges doung,newly made 
15 2 then 
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then ſtirre it all well together, and ſo make the beaſt to 
dzinke it euening and mo2ning the ſpace of two 62 thze 
daics,4 kœpe him ſtill in the houſe: vie this and it will helpe 
him:often pꝛoued. Another take a god handfull oz mae of 
knotgraſſe, choppe it ſmall, then bꝛuile it alittle, and mire 
it with a pinte oʒ moꝛe ot god ale o2 beere. And if pe can get 
the thel Tones which is found on tilled lands (and is much 
like to the icalop hel / which pe ſhallbarne in the fire, and 
then mae ane powder thereok: then put lome of that pow⸗ 
der vato your fozcſaid dzinke, and fo giae it your beaſt, 
which hath beene pꝛoued a god remedy. Another : make a 
pclletofthe miltze ofone coloured Cowe, and giue it vnto 
pour ficke beaft luke warme. Another: take a quantity of 
the fine powder ot B learmeniacke and mire it with ale oz 
beere, and gue it to pour beaſt with a hozne. Another: rake 
a quantitie of powder of the rotes of gallingale finelp bea⸗ 
ten 4 then mire it with a pint oꝛ moze of good ale, oz bee2e, 
and lo giue it. Another: alſo the rotes of the wilde mal - 
lowes boyled in wine o2 ſtrong beere, and giuen to the beaſt 
is god to ſtoppe the ſluxe of bloud. And ſo are all thoſe atoze 
mentioned god againſt the bloudy fluxe in cattel, being 
miniſtred in fit and conuenient time, will take the moze et 
fec to ſtop the laid dileaſe. 


Ag unſt ſuperſſuous fleſh growing on the tongue 
of ſome cattell, which is called of ſomc 
perſons, the barbes, 


Oduch ſuperfluous fleſh on the tongue of cattell wil hinder 
the beat oſtentimes in eating his meate, being called of 
ſo ne hulandes, the barbes, teates, which doe growe 
long like teates nigh the roote of his tongue. Whereto2e 
theg doe caſt him, and fake foo2th his tongue and chppe 
them away with a papꝛe of ſheares, 02 cut them with a 
harpe knife, and ſome doe burne them with a hote pꝛon: 
which way is counted moze painefull vnto the beaſt: Then 
they rubbe it with (alt and garlicke beaten together, till — 

the 
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the lleigne be clean gone and then they waſh all his mouth 
with ſalt and wine, o2 ſalt and vineger , and within an 
houre after, ye may giue vnto him ſome graſſe, 02 greene 
hearbes,o2 the tender leaues of tres, lo long till they be ali 
Whole. 

Alſo,if a beaſt haue the barbes, which (as ſome doe ſay) 
will growe and hang like fleſh pimples vnder his tongue, 
which maſt be clipped off, and then rubbed and chafed with 
garlike and ſalt beaten together, as afozeſa:de:; and waſh 
erubbehis mouth gently with ſoft linnen dipped in warme

Ifthe beaſt haue neither barbes no2 yet fluxe 4 do not 
eate his meat well, it hall bee then god to beate garlike 
with ſallet oyle, and ſquirt therof a moꝛnings into his no 
ftrels,if ye mixe therewith the iuyte of an onyon, it (all 
make him the moze deſirous to cate. 


Againſt pitſing of bloud or bloudie 


UXCs 


F this diſeaſe be newly begun of your beaft, ye ſhall take 

but a frogge and cut off his left legge, and ſo put him as 
liue into the beaſts mouth: but then ye muſt haue readie a 
handfull ofſalt mired with a pinte of god ſtale ale, and fo 
ſone as ye can after the frog gue the beaſt the dzinke, and 
make him toſwallow all downe together,foz this is coun⸗ 
ted verie god, and alſo wel: app2oned. Put if pour beaſte 
haue continued long then (hall ye take of ſharpe Tanners 
ou ze, with the powder made ofolde Martlemas bee, 
mixed and weil ſtirred all together, and then giuen fa the 
beaſt: this is alſo god and well appzoued:and the juice of 
madder giuen with honyed water is called god, 


If your cattell haue dropping noſtrels. 
F the noſtrels of your beaſt doed2op,o2 water runne 
fozth thereat,ye ſhall rub his thzoat with ſalt and ſauo- 
a 3 rie 
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rie mirk kogeth er, and alſo his iawes, and to rub and chake 
the ſaid parts with b2ine and garlick mired together, o: 
ſquirt into his noſtrels the tuyce of pimpernell mixt with a 
little white wine, and this is god both foz the d2opping 
noſtrels, and the watery eyes ofcattell, 


For an Oxe or a Cow that ſwelleth through 
the aboundance of bloud. 


F any Dre 03 Cowe doe ſometimes (well thzough abun⸗ 

dance ofbloud,whereby it will \well in their tongue that 
it will top their wind, and they ſone periſh thereok, if there 
be not remedy with ſpeed. The remedy is: ye ſhal firſt chafe 
him a little vp and downe,then caſt him and fake foꝛth his 
tongue, and pꝛicke with an awle thzough the great and 
middle veine thereof vnder, and thereatlet him blede wel, 
and he ſhall amend ſone againe : but loke then that the 
ſigne be not in the head,foz then it is ill to fop. And ſome⸗ 
times a beaſts tongue will ſwell ſo bigge that he can hardly 
take his bꝛeath and ye ſhal ſœ him lil x hold out his tongue, 
then if there be not ſperdy remedy he dieth : which remedie 
is, ve muſt pꝛicke the veine vnder his tongue, as is afoze 
mentioned, and he ſhall do well, 


Againſtthe venomed tongue ofa beaſt, and 
alſo his body. 


He tongue ofan Dre o2 Bullocke ſometimes ſhall be 

ſwolne and venomed by eating sf ſome venomous 
graſle,oz ſuch like, and then he will commonly gape , and 
eate no meate, but ſtande holding downe his bead and 
mourne. The xemedy is, ye ſhallb2uiſe a white onion, and 
mixe it with a litle god vinigre, then giue it him and make 
him to ſwallow it downe: but firſt rub his mouth + tongue 
withall well and then giue it him. So done, ve ſhall path a 
whole egge into his mouth ſhell and all, and make him ſo 
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fo _ if downe, and then he will recouer and do well 
againe. : | 
Sometimes a beaſt wil be ſwolne all his body, by fating 
ſome euill thing and venemons among the graſle, as ths 
field ſpider, frogges, ſnailes, eftes,02 cold hearbes,as pop- 
pie, dwale, hemlocks,. and ſuch, which wit make them wel. 
The remedies are: take the inyce of Plantine, with the 
iuice of wilde carrets by euen poztion, and giue the beaſt 
therof, with alittle vinegar. Alſo the inice of mugwoꝛt mixt 
with ale oz bere and giue if, Likewiſe the iuice of cleucrs, 
oz goſe greaſc,ſtampt and ſtrained, and giuen, is a ſpetiall 
remedie againſt venom of the field ſpider and others alſo. 
Againe the garden tanzy,ftampt and ſtrained, ę giuen with 
wine. Alſo the ſed ofthe great Cowthiſtle, died, and made 
into pouder, 4 giuen with wine: oz the rote thereofboyld 
in wine and giuen. Likewiſe the leaues of anniſceds boyld 
in water and given, Againe,theſ&de of rocket beaten and 
giuen with ale: 02 a handfull ofbetony leaues ſtampt and 
ſtrained with al e oꝛ beere and giuen. Likewiſe doth gar⸗ 
licke being ſtamped together with alc oꝛ Bere, and giuen 
with Ale, Any of theſe are god alone to be giuen to a beaſt, 
when hee is ſwo'ne , by cating of any venemous thing, 
And if ye doe take of ſome hearbes two partes together, 
it will then be the ſtronger and take moze effect : but my 
counſell is, vſe them with dilcretion euen as pee ſhall la 


cauſe, 


Againſt the ſwelling in a beaſt by eating 
of a Tyne worme. 


I any Dre 02 other beaſt haue eaten any Tyne wozme, 
which is a (mall redde wo2me, round, and full oflegges, 
much like a hogge lowſe. Which wozme in ſommer wil be 
creeping among the graſſe. Jfany beaſt haue eaten ſach, it 
will poyſon him, and he will ſodainly {well thereof, fo that 
within foure t twenty houres (if he be not remedied ) he wil 
die therol One remedy is-ye * take a quantity of _ 
| | 4 pu 
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put therein a quantitie ot ſalt:mixe them wel together, and 
lo giut it him: and ſo ſone as pe can, chafe him after till he 
do ſtowar: fo2 when they do ſtowar, they lightly ſhall doe 
well. Another: Take a god handfal of hearb Nobart( which 
ſmels like a fore) chop it mall, and bꝛuiſe it well, and then 
mir it with ale 02 bere, and ſo gius it your beaſt. Another, 
tanke ok the earth of Ant hils, and mire it with vinigre, and 
ſo giue it to your beaſt. Cheſe are all god again the foze⸗ 
ſaid venome ofthe tine wozme, 


Againſt coſtiueneſſe in cattell. 


Here is alſo another kind of ſwelling in Oren x Kine, 

both thzough coſtiueneſſe which is, when they are ſo 
hard bound in their bod ies thꝛough heat, that they cannot 
dung, which will cauſe them to well. The remedie is, to 
chafe and dꝛiue him well vp and downe a god ſpace:if then 
he da not dung pe muſt then annoint your hand with ople 
oꝛ greaſe, then rake him and take fozth his dung. Some do 
giue him ofthe hearb Pertur in dꝛinke and ſo doth well: 
pet others do but rake him, and he doth well alſo, 


Againſt the worme in the beaſtes 
tayle. 


Bere will bzcede in the tayle of cattell a certaine 

woꝛme like to a eating Canker, which will bzeede in 
the end of his taple, which will cauſe the beaſt fo become 
leane and okill liking, which place ye ſhall feele to be ſome⸗ 
what ſoft, and a little abone that place on the inſide of his 
tayle, ye ſhall ſlit the ſkinne with a ſharp knife two inches 
long downe right: ſo done, then take a quantify of bzuj- 
ſed garlicke and ſalt, mixed together, and then binde it 
faſt to that place, and let it ſo remaine till it doe fall a⸗ 
way of it ſelfe , and ſo the beaſt ſhall recouer and be well 
againe.

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For an Oxe or Cow hauing the feuer. 


Fen and Kine both will ſometime haue the Feuer 03 

Ague, which is gotten by ſome cold 02 other ſickneſſe. 
The ſignes are, when his eyes ware hollow and are d2ops 
ping, his head lumpiſh and heauie, his mouth foming and 
lathering, and dꝛawing long his bzeath with paine, and 
ſomerimes he will ſigh. Do when pe ſhall ſee ſuch fokens, 
re map tudge it to be the feuer. The remedy. Pe ſhall then 
keep them a dap and night without meat and dzink. Then 
on the nert moꝛning faſting ye ſhal dzaw a little bloud vn; 
der his tayle. Then about one houre after pe ſhall giue him 
thirtie (mall trunchiones of colewoꝛts ſod in ſallet ople and 
ſalt fiſh water oꝛ bzine, and make him to ſwallow it: thus 
ye mult vſe him fo2 flue moznings together faſting : and rg 
ſhall caſt befoze him the tender bzanches of lentile peaſe, 
oꝛ the tender crops of Dliue tres oz ſuch like, oz elſe the 
tender buds of the Nine: and pe muſt rab oʒ clenſe his lips: 
and th2iſe a day ye muſt giue him cold water foz fo d2inke, 
and ſo ye ſhall kepe him in the ſtall till bee be whale and 
ſound, 

Alſo the Feuer is gotten of labozing Dren by great tra⸗ 
nell in hots times, and when he hath that, ye ſhall ſee him 
hang downe his head, his eyes wil inflamsand bounſe and 
his bodie will be hote out of all oꝛder, which pe ſhall fele 
by touching his ſkinne. Wherfoze they bſe to let him bloud

Attel ſometimes will haue the congh by taking ofcotd. 
2 by greattrauell , oz by the eating ſome euill —_ 
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| Afthe cough in an Dre be newly taken, hee map be well 
and ſoneremidied thereof, by a d2ink made with water 
mirt with barley meale. Sometimes they vſe to gine vnto 
the beaſt of titchwo2t ſmally chopt , with hulked beanes 
bꝛuiſed all together. and ſo ginen, They fake allo of lentile 
peaſe out oftheir huſxes,and then b2viſe them ſmall, x mixe 
them with thꝛer pintes of warme water, and giue it with a 

hozne, Lhey heale alſo an olde cough with two pound of 
Hyſope ſteeped in a quart 02 moze of water, with eight 

pounds oflentile peaſe ſmally beaten mixed together. and 

lo giuen vnto the veaſt with an hoꝛne.

Take 

fiue leaues of Aſarabacca, and ſtampe it, and then ffraine it 

with wine oꝛ god ale: and ſo giue it with a hoꝛne vnto the 

braſt. Another. Mixe the pouder oflightwozt({which grows 

among ffones,0z on oaks like a dꝛiedturfe nigh theground) 

with ale 02 bœre, and giue it warme, and it will helpe. Alſo 

take butter, new ale, ftampt garlicke with dꝛagon water: 

Well appzoued, 


Impoſtumes in beaſtes to

F any beaſt be froublcd with an impoſtume oꝛ ſachlike 
ſoze, the beſt ſhall be to open the place with an y2on, and 
when it is cut, then ſhall vet cruſh fezth all the ill humour 
and matter therein. Then ſtirre and waſh it cleane with 
the warme wine ol on Dre- Do done, then vie ſuch things 
as 
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as doth cleanſe and heals. And take Cherpi, ( ſo called in 
French) mixt with tarre and oyle Oliue, plaiſter wiſe cloſe 
the ſoꝛe therwith. If xe cannot within waſh the ſoze clean, 
pe ſhall melt ofthe tallow of an oxe oz goate, and ſo poure it 
into the wound, and let it run downe all about the bottome 
thereof, Dome ſoꝛes, aſter they haue applxed this medicine, 
they will gather a fiery heate and a diffilling or humour, 
which will deſcend vnto that place. Therefoze to auoid the 
ſame, pe ſhall waſh it with old vzine of men, e then to an⸗ 
noint i: with tarre and old greaſe mixt. 

Againſt the impoſtumation of byles, they doe vſe fo kill 
them by laping ts ofleauen mixed with the ſea onion Squil- 
la, and ſome vinigre and they alſo doe open the ſoze, and 
waſh it with his owne piſle made warme: then they tent 
if with lint dipped in tarre, and in the end, peſhall heale if 
with tents dipped in molten tallow,either of Dre oz Goat. 


To heale the cloſh or founder in the 
feete of cattell. 


De cloſh oz foundꝛing in the fete of cattell, is taken by 

ſome cold after a great heat, oꝛ by ſome behement tra- 
uell: which haue ſtirred the blond ſo, that it goeth downe 
to the feet, like the founder ofa hozſe. When this dath hap 
pen in cattel, it will ſodainly viſite the hofe ofthe bealt, re 
thal fele it hote,e paineth the beaſt ſo,that he will not ſuffcr 
vou fo2 to cruſh the place. But when as the bloud refteth in 
d legs aboue the hofe, ye ſhall then but chafs him often, £ 
rubhim hard to make the bloud retire againe. Jf thatpꝛoft 
him not pe muſt launce his fert gently round on p edge of 
his hofes, with (mal races not depe.But ifthat the bloude 
be gone downe into the hofe ye muſt open then a little ( w 
x ſharpe knife) in the middeft vnder both ofthe tlawes. Che 
lay a tent thereunto oflint,mired with ſalt, nettles and vis 
nigre,and make him a buſkin ofbzome,ifyecan,foz that is 
moze

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moze wholſome, and let not his fu te come in any water till 
he be whole but kerpe him d2y in the ſtall. 

And loke alſo that the bloud do iſſue when ye do tut him, 
fo2 if then he do not blerd, it will growe to ſome pntrifacts 
on, and ſo to impoſtumation, and then it will bee long in 
healing. Therefoꝛe ye muſt open and cleanſe ii well, and 
bind thereto clothes ſeeped in vinigre, ſalt and ople,and in 
the end take of olde greaſe and Derre ſuct meited together 
in like poꝛtion, and heale if therewith. Jfthe bloud doe fall 
to the outmoſt parts of the cles. ꝓe muſt then pare the ends 
thereot to the quicke. and ſo let them bla d. Put ſec that ye 
open the clees in the mids of the ends, fo that no impoſtu - 
mation be there and they will do well, 


For finewes ſtiffe and ſhrinking, 


Fan Ore oꝛ other beaſt do cloſh oꝛ halte thꝛough the ſtif⸗ 

neſſe of the finewes and nerucs,ye ſhalt chafe his legges, 
knees and hammes, with lalt and oyle mixed till they bee 
well. If the ſinewes be ſtiſte about the knas, ye muſt then 
bathe him with hote vinigre, oz with iſtletoe (od in run- 
ning water,s2 with millet (which is a graine like fares ) 
and linſeed: and in all iſſues, pe muſt ſcarifie and race the 
grteued place, and then put tyercon offreſh butter waſhed 
in water and vinigre, and in the end, annoint it with ſ(alf 
butter mixed with goates ſuet. | 

Alſo to bople ſouthernwad in ſallet ople,o2 neates feet oil 

and ſo to annoint therewith. Another the tuyce of pꝛiuet 
mirt with oyle, and therewith annoint. Another, muſtard 
ſerd boyled in ople e annoint the ſinewsther with. Another, 
take ot barly meale ſallet oyle, rue, ſalt t coʒiander, ſtampe 
all theſe together, s ſo plaiſtred on, that will comfozt both 
ſinews g nerues. another take water that cabbage oz cole⸗ 
woꝛts haue bin ſod in, to bathe therewith is god. Another, 
take linſ&d and barley meaie,and mite them wel together.

(hall firſt bathe him in white vineger: then take vinegar, 
lineſæde and millet ,and ſpꝛinckle it with honied water, ſo 
mire them ang bind that to his knees: o2 elſe take a fpungs 
dipt in water that miſtieto is ſod in, and lay that vnto his 
kne. If there be any inllamation ofyumoz,ye ſhall then lay 
to leuain and barly meale ſtæpt in warme wine oz in honi- 
ed water voiled, to ripe it. and when it is ripe, pe ſhal launce 
it with a razoꝛ, and then heale it with lint ſalt and ople, as 
afoze is (aid. Gornelius Celſus ſaith, the rotes of flowerde- 
luce, oꝛ the (ea anion ſquilla, with ſalt, oz the iuice of knot- 
graſſe put into the wound, wil heale it.

15 pour cattell be ſcabbie, ye ſhal take ofgarlike and bꝛuſe 
it, and therewith rub and chafe all the ſoꝛes . Alſo againſt 
ſcabbe oz gall;they take garlicke, ſauozy, bzimſtone pow⸗ 
der, vinegar, and gall nuts beaten with the twice of calla- 
| mint - 
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mint, nippe, oꝛ hoꝛehound mixt with ſoote of the chimney, 4 
ſo annoint therewith, And ik it grow to ſome vicer 02 great 
ſo:e,then to vie and rub the plate with bzuiſed mallow 
mixt with white Wine, and bind thereof to the place . A!ſe 
the great Burre leaues beaten with ople g laid to: all theſe 
afoze mentioned are good. 

And fo2 the galling of the necke with the yoake,and ifit 
ſwell but one ſide, ve hall let him blood in the care of that 
ſide: but ifhe be chafed in the middeſt of the necke then, let 
him bloud in both his eares , and lay therets a plaiſter 
made with the marrowe of an ore, mired with the et of a 
bucke,and then melt it aitogether, with ſome oyte g tarre, 
— therewith pee ſhall heale it: and it will dee verie 
well. | 
Alo if an ere be gald and bznifed on his necke, a ſufficient 
medicine is this. Pte ſhall firſt dzawe blond at one of his 
eares. If not, take of the hearbe talled in Latine Auia, in 
French, Aus oiſeauls, beate it with ſalt, and ſo lay it to and 
ik it do then allwage the chine of his necke looke then vpon 
which ſide he hangeth oz leaneth his heade, and let him 
bloud onthe contrarie ſide hee leaneth, on the care. But 
befoze ye doe this, pe ſhall beate his care well with atwig, 
and ye ſhall ſe it ſwell and riſe on the veyne. Then launce 
the ſaid veyne,and let him bled well thereat: and vpon 
the next moꝛning dzaw ſome moze bloude thereon, and fo 
let him not trauaile of 2 dayes after. On the thirde day ye 
may trauaile him a little, and ſo by little and a little pe 
may vſe him vnto his talke, and vnto his fozmer-iour- 
ney. 

But if hee be of neither fide galled, and pet his necke 
ſwolne in the middeſt thereof, Then pe muſt let him 
Moud on both his cares : and if pe let him not bloud within 
4. dayes after the diſeaſe hath taken his necke: it will ſo 
inflame, that the nerfes and ſinewes will ware ſtiffe, and 
then it wil! growe to a ſoze ingendzed bloud. Foz which 
J haue found a ſingular good medicine: that is, ve ſhall 

take tarre, and the marrowe in an Dre bone, with —

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ſuet of a Bucke, with olde oils oliue, of each alike poztion, 
Then boyle all together, and ſo vſe fo2 to annoint him whe 
he leaueth his poake, But firſt ye ſhall alwapes waſh him 
with the water, where he commonly dzinketh ol, and then 
let it dꝛie, and then annoint him with the ſapd medicine. 
But if all his necke be ſo inflamed that he cannot beare his 
voake the next remedie is to let him reſt, and vſe to waſh 
his necke with colde water, and ſo rub and chafe it with

reſt ofhis necke that is ſo inflamed,the afozeſaid hearb cal- 

led Auia, 


For abeaſt being hide- 
bound. 


1 is a diſeaſe in beaſts called in Latin Coriago, 
in Englilh, hide bound, which doth ſoze tozment and 
grieue a beaſt. This griefs hapneth to a labouring Dre, 
when he hath bin loꝛe trauailed in labour, oz ſoze trauailing 
in traueling in rainy weather, and thereby come to be hide- 
bound th2ough pouerty.Wherefoze pe muſt take herd when 
they retarne from laboꝛ, being ſoꝛe chaſt ol body and ſhozt of 
bꝛeath. Some vle therfoze to ſprinckle them with wine, and 
do caſt a pece ofthe fat ofa veaſt do wne his thzoat; but if 
he haue this diſcaſe already, it ſhall be god to ſeethe Bay 
leaues in ale, and to bathe him therewith as hote as he can 
ſuffer. And lodainelp thereuponfoz to chafe and rub him 
with oile and wine mixt together, and to pluke and dꝛawe 
his ſkinne on both his ſi des, and loſſe it from his ribs:and 
it is good to bee done in a hote Sunnie dap, that it map 
dzie and ſincke therein . Another. Some doe put to the 
les of Oliues, Wine and Greaſe, and annopnt therewith, 
which medicine they do vſe after they haue done rubbing 
and chafing of the beaſt. Alſo if that a beaſt like not, and 
that his ſkinne doth cleaue vnto his bones, pee ſhall bathe 
him all over with Mine, and Oile Oliue mixed toge⸗ 
ther. Dome do take Pallowes boyled in Wine oz Ale.

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o2 woꝛt mixt with oyle and ſo bathe him therewith . Alſo, 
ſome doe ſ&th hote graines in ale, and ſo bathe and rub him 
therewith once a day foꝛ th:& oꝛ ſoure dapes together, and 
to giue him the water of boyled barley. 


For the itch in cattell. 


He itch olt- times in cattell may come fo2 lacke of good 
'T Gening.2its it may be taken of his fellows, t it may 
come by ill water and choler in the veines. At a beaſt haue 
an itch, pe ſhall waſh & chafe him with his own vꝛine, made 
warme and mixt with olde ſalt butter, oz xe ſhall annoint 
him with oyle,rozen,+ white wine melted together. Dome 
doe walh it with piſſe,ſalt,and the iuice of marigolds,mixt 
all together. Uſe this, and it will helpe. 


N Againſt the lungs of cattell 
infected. 


J* the lights 82 limgs ok a beaſt be infected, which is a 
griedbtis'vjleate; Foz thereby he will ware leane, ( pine 
away, and at length he dꝛies ſo in his body by a cummon 
cough, whereby at the length it will kill him if he haue no 
remedy. The remedies are, ve hall pearte one ot his eares 
with alittle bodkin, (as is afozeſaid fo the murren oꝛpelli⸗ 
lence) and being ſo pearſt, pe ſhall put into the ſaide holes, 
the burnt roote of ſome hazell tree. Then take a quantitp of 
the iuice ofl&kes;with ſo much ſallet oyle, and mixe it with 
apint and a halfe ot wine, and giue it him faſting,e vſe this 
nine moznings together, and he ſhall doe well. Alſo if the 
ſicknes ofthelightes be not foze,they doe giue him but the 
tvico off&kes mixt with ſwiete wine, and they put ok the 
burnt rote of hazeil into his eare: as afozeſaid. 

But ye ſhall vnderſtand it the beaſt haue continued long 
therewith, he will then tand much, and eate but little. and 
therefoꝛe he will war hollow and thinne of body:and fome, 
times he wil cough 20. times in one houre. Then yy

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taken and farre gone therewith,and very few doe recouer, 
ik he be not loked vnto. Wherefoze the bet way is, ye ſhall 
deuide your cattell aſunder ſo many as he hath companied 
with e then let them bloud a little, as afozeſaid. Alſo thers 
be many men that can fetter them, which is to cut the dew- 
lap befoze on the bzeſket : and theretoze allo there is graſſe, 
which ſome huſbands do call fetter · woꝛzt, oz fetter⸗graſſe, 
which ve ſhall take and b2uiſe a little in a mozter oz diſh. 
Chen make ttze dewlap hollow betwirt the ſkinne and the 
fie, and put thereofſo much as a hens egge, into the (aide 
dewlap,and then loke vnto it that it fall not fozth againe, 
and he ſhall amend. This ſome haue pꝛoued, and it hath 
done well. 

Alſo againe, ſome tattell will haue their lungs growen 
to their ſides, which is gotten as ſome huſbãds ſay) vy ſome 
great tꝛought, oꝛ lacke of water in conuenient times. And 
whe he is thus grieued ther with. ye ſhall hearc him hoarſe, 
oz haue (as it weꝛe) a hollow cough, and will fozſake his 
meate, and his haire on his backe will ſtare vpꝛight. Then 
the helpe is hard to recouer, but to kill him is beſt. Pet 
ſome doe giue him ol the lungwoꝛt, which lyes al the years 
(ſage in the ſpzing) in the erounde, and they giue a hand⸗ 
ful of the ſaid rotes bꝛuſed in ale 02 bre, foure o2 ſiue moz- 
nings tagether, and no meate alter of two houres ſpate.O⸗ 
thers do take a quantity of gges, with a handfull of Jſop, 
bꝛuſed together, then bople them a little in a quarte oł᷑ ale oz 
beere, then ſtraines it. and giues it cold to the beaſt 3.02 4+ 
mo2nings, and let him not eate the (pace ot two houres af 
ter. Alſo to take a god handfull of penſis,62 hearts eale, and 
ſtampe it with a quart of ale 02 bœre, and then ſtraine it £ 
giues it to the beaſt 3.024. moꝛnings. and then vſe him as 
afo2e is ſaide. All theſe are counted ſpeciall god againſt the 
ſaide griefe. 

Alſo ſome huſbands ſay, this difeaſe growes in a beaſt by 
ſurfetting and ſoze chafing, and then lodainely take colde 
thercon : to ſhewe il he belungrowne, hee will then la⸗ 
ther ſometimes at his mouth - in holding it commonly 

C open, 
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open, with a running water at his mouth aud noſe, The 
cure therefoze : they cut away a round pece ofſkinne in the 
gullet 02 b2iſket place, and then with their finger and a lit- 
tle ſalt make a hole downeward two inches oꝛ moze , and 
then fils the ſaid hole with red garlicke ſtampt, and plai- 
fired thereon with nettles ſtampt with ſalt,o2 with yarrow 
and ſalte mixt with vinegre. Then ſhall pee giue him this 
following. Take of fenecreke, oz turmericke, oz lungwwezt 
hearbe, lampe all ge her in a moꝛter, and then 
mire it with a pint Wok lrong ale, oz bare, and 
ſo gine it.

Likewiſe ſome doe put into the ſoꝛeſaide tut place, of 
lungwszt bzuſed with ſalt a little, and thereof make it like 
a tent, and then wꝛaps it all ouer with freſh boſs greale, 
and binds it round with a thꝛa de, and then role it in ſalte, 
and ſo put it downe the ſaid hole as farre as it will goe, and 
ſo ſtitch vp the ſaid hole againe, and then giue him of lung- 
woꝛt mixt in ale to dzinke, And ſo he ſhall reconer God 
willing.

Another. Take the rote ofthe great burre , and bzuiſe that 
with ſome ſalt, ano ſo {ay it to the bitten place, and this wil 
helpe either man oz beaſt, Well pꝛoued.

Againſt the pallet of a beaſtes mouth 
inflamed. 


1 will ſometimes both ore and cow haue the pallet 
of their mouth inflamed ſo, that he cannot well cat his 
meat, which beaſt oft times wil gine a ſigh,in ſtanding and 
weighing moze on the one ſide then on the other. The re⸗ 
medie ts, pe mult caſt him and then race him in the pallet 
of his month, t make him there blede well. Then pe ſhall 
giue him ofredde fitches without huſkes mixt with grane 
leaues, oꝛ lome other greene hearbes, but giue him no dꝛis 
meate till he be thozow whole thereof. 


To helpe the Clowſe. 


He clowſe is a kinde of grtefe which doth commonly 

happen on the necke ot labouring catfell , which deth 
not ſo much moleſt them. as doth the inflamation, becauſe 
they do not therehy leaue their wozke. Foz which thing it 
ſhall be luff cient to put and diſlolue thereon cflampe opie, 
and ſope mitt together + ſo annoint. This ts god. But the 
beſt ſhall be, if re can, to let him reſt till he be hole: and pe 
mult loke a ſo that his necke doe not then loſe his haire, 
which is ſwne laſt when they labour in the raine, oz ele 
ſweate:Fo2 when his necke begins once to pill (then feare 
the other ) pe ſhall then rub it with the powder of olde tyles 
finely made: and befoze pe do vnyoake, caſt of that powder 
on their necks and when it is wel dꝛied on, then chate ther⸗ 
on all ouer with the foꝛeſaid 8: , and ſo ye (hall alwaies 
keepe pour Drenin good ozder from time to time. 


Remedies for the hoofe of a beaſt that 
is hurt. 


1 the hole ol your beaſt be hurt at any time eyther with 


culter oz ſhare, oʒ any part ot her cles hurt, yee ſhall 
C 2 make 
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make a ſalue ofpitch, olde greaſe, mirf with the powder of 
bzimſtone, melted altogether, and with a hoat pꝛon, melt 
that on the ſoze hole oz clæ. This medicine is god alſo whe 
the beaſt hath beene hurt either with ſtubbe oꝛ ſpel of wod, 
and if there be any little gone in, it will dzaw it foꝛth but if 
his fte be hurt farre within the fleſh by ſome ſharpe ſtone 
oz other thing, ttzen pe muſt open the wound, then ſeart 
it with ſome hoat p2on, and then bathe it th2e daies toge⸗ 
ther mo2ning and euening with warmevinegar,and wzap 
it with a buſkin of bzome,if ye can, And if the beaſts legge 
be hurt with the ſhare, then ye ſhall lap fo it of the hearbe 
called ſealit:is,02 ſea ſpurge,mirt with (alt,called in grekt 
Tithim us, fo2 that is good to heale it, and is alſo good to 
heale the hurt in the fote, as well as on the legge. But firſt 
ye ſhall alwaies waſh it with hoat vzine of men, and then 
burne readie a fagot of ſome wood obꝛoad, and as ſone as 
the flame is out, make the beaſt tread on the hoat embers 
with his fozefote ; then annoint it with tarre, and olde 
greaſe mixt togither. It were good alſo to waſh pour beaſts 
fete often with cold water when ye vnyoake them,foz that 
ſhal keepe them from foundering,and then after to annoint 
and chafe their paſturenes, and betwirt their cles with old 
greaſe: and tyey ſhall do well. 

Alſo if an Dre do halt of his fte thꝛough taking of ſome 
great cold, pe muſt then waſh it with warme v2ine:but it it 
tome thzough the cauſe of bloud, oz an impoſtume in the 
kot, then ye ſhall chafe and rub it firſt well to tir the bloud, 
and then raze the ſkin with a ſharpe razo2, — — clas. 
any make it bleede and walh it with vzine and ſalt and il it 
will not ſa heale but deſcend into the fte, ye muſt then os 
pen the top of the hofe vnder, to the quicke, and make the 
bloud there to come foꝛth. thenlap his fot as afozeis ſaid, 
oz make a buſłin that no water oz other thing get in to 
burt it, till if be whole. 

Likewife, if an Dre be tut oz grauelled in the foofe , the 
helpe is: pee ſhall bathe him with warme v2ine, and then 
annoint him with tarre, and olde greaſe , melted together 
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and there is nothing better to vſe befoze ye do bnyoke,then 
to rub and chafe their fete with old freth greaſe, 

Ik the fete of an Dre vo open and chop, fo that the hozne 
do cracke and cleaue, ve ſhall bath if well firſt with warme 
vinigre,and ſalt, and ople,mixt altogether. Then lappe it 
well fo2 a day oz moze , and put thereon a plaiſter ofolde 
greaſe and pitch melted together. And ſo it will heale again 
and do well, and when his holes are bꝛoken pee ſhall coucr 
and wꝛap them with linnen ſtped in vinigre, ople, and 
ſalf : fo thz& daies ſtill renew it, in laying to the ſaid me; 
dicine. Then on the fourth day melt pitch and olde greaſe 
together and put it thereon with the barke of a pine apple⸗ 
fre, cleane poliſhed : and when it beginneth to heale, pee 
ſhall tube it all ouer with the ſote ef a chimney, and let it 
heale But it᷑ ve make ſmal accoũt therof, there wil wozins 
ingender ſone in the ſoꝛe, and make it fall to a coldneũe if 
ye wach it net on moꝛaings with cold water: ſo if this will 
not heale it, pe ſhal then bꝛuiſe of hozehound, lakes, and 
ſalt together, and lo lay it thereto , and this will ſone kill 
the wozmes:and when the ſoꝛe is well cleanſed, ye ſhal lay 
thereon a playſter of tow mixt with pitch,ople 4 old greale, 
and lo annoint it al ouer with the lame, to kerp oſt the flies 
away,and it will do well.

bitten with ants, albeit they be but (mal wozms, pet their 
venim is great. wil put the beaſt to great danger, e there- 
fe:c lome do hold, in pꝛicking the place wa laten nawle, £' 
then mire ſope and vini pre, ⁊ chafe the place therwith. Alſo 
ſome ſay if the field ſpider be taken 4 put in opleolive, 4 ſo 
die therein and rot, a beaft be ſtung of him, annoint w —— 
axle 
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oyle and it will help, and ſo like of other venemous worms 
put to oyle. But if ve haue none thereof, ſo that the wound 
ſhew faire and without danger, ye ſhall but take of bꝛuiſed 
Cummin, mixed with tarre, and ſo annoint therewith: and 
plaiſter it thereon alſo, and it will take away the daunger 
thereof. But if it do grow in ward to an impoll ume, then it 
ſhalbe beſt to burne it with a hoat pʒon, ſo much as is coꝛ- 
rupted, and then annoint it with tarre and oyle, and ſo if 
heales. Some lappes a liue ſpider in claꝑ earth, and when 
it is dꝛie, hangs it about the beaſts necke, and by that they 
ſay) it pꝛeſerues the beaſt from being ſtung therewith. f- 
gaine ſome do ſtampe of wozmewod, oz Southernewod 
with vinegar, and clappes it on the vencmed place, and it 
helpes.

Alſo, againſt the watering of beaſtes eyes,as ſometimes 
they will runne of water. The remedie therefo2e: they vſe 
to lay on the bꝛowes oz eye liddes, the meale of dzied bar- 
lep tempered with water, and honey. Alſo the ſ@ds of wild 
parſeneps, 02 the tuyce of wilde dayfics mired with honey, 
and ſo annoint : which is alſo god againſt any paine ofthe 
eyes: then annoint it all oner with tarre,andoyle mixt as a 
fozeſaid, foz feare of Bas comming to the honey,and trons 
bling the beaſt. And alſo foz the webbe in the eye, ye ſhall 
rake at white ſalt and w2appe it in alinven cloth, and then 
rake it vnder the embers, and burne it, and then take and 
beat it to (mall powder, and with a goſe quill blow there- 
of into his eve, and then hold pour hand thereon a while, 
and ye ſhall ſec it water, and thereupon amend. Alſo the 
iupce of dzagons to annoiat the eye is good againſt the 
web in theeye, andthe iupce of the wild letfuce doth the 
ke.

Þ any beaſt doe ſwallow downe a hozſ:lech with his 
dꝛinke, it will moleſt and trouble him greatly. Foz the 
ſaid hozſel&cy will commonly lay in his thzoat and there 
ſuckebloud , and ſo will iriflame the place in cauling his 
thzoatbow!e to ſwel, whereby he wil ſoze trouble the beaſt 
in letting the paſſage of his meat, ſo that he cannot ſwallow 
ns: take his wind. It che lie lo farre within, that one can 
not take her foꝛth with his hand, xe mult then put a quil 
o2 ſome cane into the beaſtes thzoat, filled with hoat ople 
and let it go downe, and ſquirt oyle: and ſo ſ@ne as theoyle 
do but touch the woꝛme, ſhe wil fall off. Pe map alſo get 
her off by letting the fume of the punaiſe unto her, ( which 
is in Italie a ſtinking woꝛzme, like a tyk) which as lone as 
the feleth the fume, ſhe will fall off, But if (he do hold and 
ſtap in the ſtomack and entrals:then ye muſt giue the beat 
hoat vinegar which will kil her: and this wil lerue as wel 
fo; other cattell. | | 


For the Dewbolne in cattell. 


Be dewbolne in Dre, Cowe, oꝛ other beaſt, is ſwelling 
. A his bodie as much as the ſkinne may hold, which ſwel⸗ 
ling is verie dangerous ts ſome foz burſting:it is gotten by 
eating ofthe trifoly graſſe in a dewp mozning(as tome ſay) 
which grafle maketh him lo to ſwel , as though hee would 
burſt. The remedie is: ſome do chaſe and dziue him loftly 
bp and downeto make him to doung. It that do not helpe, 
then ve muſt rake him and take foꝛth his doung. If that wil 
not ſerue, then they ſtrike a hole with a knife oz bodkin in · 
to the hollow part ofhis back aboue his flanke, and ſo ther⸗ 
at let out the winde by a fether oz quil, and ſo he wil reco⸗ 
uer againe. But beware ve ſtrike him not ſo derpe that ye 
pearce his guts. Alſo to gine him rue, oz garded tanzey 
ſtampt with wine and ale to dzink is very god loz the ſame, 
f "0 
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oꝛ giue him a quartof deriu t: 

_This diſeaſe tommeth to abeaft thatis greedy and is pnt 
into a paſture of ſuch ranke graſſe, in eating ſogredily ther⸗ 
ok, that his ſides will well as big as his backe bone: and 
ſometimes the one lde win ſtoen moze then the other and 
pet few die thereof: and when a beaſt is (ſo, he may not bee 
haſtily dꝛiuen no; labdured till he be ſwaged, fo2 it is but a 
ſubſtance of wind within his bodie. Thereloꝛe it is gerd to 
dziue him ſoſtiy, and ſuffer him not to lie: ſome do ftrike hun 
(as afozeſaid) ſo diepe, till the wind do come fozth, foz wind 
doth remaine betwirt the body, and the great panuch, and 
bis bowels. 

Whherefoze it is euill to put ahungerie beaſt info ſuch pa⸗ 
ure after a dewe o2ratne , oa the (aid graſſe is then ſo 
ſwete and windie withall, that it filleth them full of wind, 
and when they be ſe wollen ſome beaſt will and ſtil. ſome 
will lie dow ne: but if pe can raiſe him, ſtir him vp t dcwne 
to make him dung, foz i he da once dung, he is paſt danger 
fo2 that tune: but if he lie and will not rife, ye ſhall Crike 
him in with a ſharpe knife oz bodkin thꝛe inches deepe 03 
moꝛe: if that will not ſerue,thzuft him ſo deepe till pe ſer the 
wind come fozth, Then ſon e do put a quill into the hole oz 
a feather, that the winde may come fo2th thercat the better: 
and when ve ſhall ſ& yim well flaked, pe may then lap a 
little tarre thereon to kepe off the flies, and he ſhall dg wel 
agaiue in ſhozt ſpace,

F your Dreoz Cow be ſtung with waſpe oz hoznef, the 
remedie is: ye ſhall tt mper Ceruſe oꝛ red lead in water, 
and then rubbe the ſtung place therewith, it is god alſo to 
ſpꝛinckle the place where the beaſt doth fed, with the deco⸗ 
ction of bay leaues (od in wafer. Allo how to make that the

How to kill lice or ticks on cattell. 


IF your oxen .o kine 02 other cattel be lowſle. which com- 

meth ſometime by ſome ſickneſſe oz ſurfet in taking cold 
after a great wet oꝛ raine Sometimes by great pouertie, 
whereby ſo long as they are vexed with lice, fo long they 
will not pꝛoſper. The remedies are: pe ſhall take the deco- 
fon of wild oliues mixt with ſalt then rub e chafe the beat 
all oucr therewith Another Cake of quickſiluet killed in 
ople oliue and mixt well together, and therewith anndint. 
Another. Take the rotes ot white ellebozy, otherwile cal- 
led neſing pouder, and mixe of that pouder with oile,+ ther ⸗ 
with annoint:oꝛ bople it with god vinigre. 4 ſo walb ther- 
with. Another. Take ofbearefet hearbe, ſtampe it, and then 
ſtraine it with vinigre, then mixe therewith the powder of 
bʒimſtone, and wach the beaſt thercwith. Another. Take 
garlicke and ſtampe it, and mire it withpenniroyall, then 
giue it the veaſt with ale oꝛ beere : and let him bee chafed a 
while after. Another. Take the ſ&de of ſtaueſacre dzyed,and. 
beaten into a fine powder: then mire it with ople oz freſh 
greaſe,and annoint the beaſt therewith.At theſe afoze men- 
tioned are good to kil both lice and tiks : foz ſo long as pour 
cattel are troubled therewith they will pꝛoſper [mally,, al- 
though ye fed them well:yet a god paſtare may doe much 


hereunto but it wil be long ere they recouer. And iome doe 


lift aſhes on their backs, and then raiae killeth them.

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'. Againſt any ſwelling in Oxe or Cowe by eating of 


ſome yenemousherbes, 


Btaſt by chance ſometime will hane aſwelling in all 
his body, which may come by cating of ſeme vene⸗ 
mous hearbe oꝛ ſuch like, as of the ground thiſtle called in 
Latine Camæ lion, oz ofhenkane, hemlocke,o2 tgadſlwle. 40 
hee haue eaten any of theſe, they will make him to [well, 
that he will leaue his meat. The remedy is:pe ſhal chop ve⸗ 
ry (mal a god handful of woꝛmwod, then ſtir it with a god 
quart of ale 02 bere,and ſo giue it vnto the beail: if once gi⸗ 
uen do ſmall pꝛofite giue it him againe twile o2 thꝛiſe: and 
ſame do the ſtir him vpand down a god while after Others 
do keep him in the horſe an houre oz two after, ſo he hath 
done well againe. Alſo peugh is euill fo; cattell to tate.

F your cattell do chaunce thzough negligent kepers fo 

bzeak into pour toꝛne 4 eat therofwhenit is nigh ripe(as 
in the time ot haruedd ) et barly rie,o2 wheat, it wil make the 
mightily to ſwell by lying and ſpꝛoutiug in their mawes, 
Which thing wil put the in danger of death, if they haue not 
ſone remedy. The helpe is: ſome dee vie ts dꝛiue them vp e 
downe till they ler them allwage thereof, and ſo they reco- 
uer, and ſeine do thzow a new layd egge ſhell and all into Þ 
beaſts mouth, and bzeakes it in his mouth, and makes him 
to ſwallow it with ale. Againe ſeme other do take a handful 
ofthe toppes of nettles, beaten wel x then ſtrained w wine, 
oꝛ honied water and ſa giut᷑. Olſo to take of anniſe da bꝛui- 
fed and giuen in wine o2 ſtrong ale oz to take a handfull of 
the leaves of Aron 2 Cuckoſpit,mirt with ſalt and vinigre 
and giuen KLikewiſe take of tuniper leaues oꝛ areenberrics, 
camp and ſtraine them with wine, e then giue it the beaſt.

To helpe the garget in the throat of a 
beaſt, 


I the garget be in the thꝛoat of a beaſt, it will trouble 

him loꝛe, which is comonly taken by ſome great dꝛought 
foz want ot water, and it will cauſe a ſwelling vnder the 
ioules oꝛ the ſides thereof, the remedie is, ye ſhall caſt him, 
then cut and fleathe ſkinne on both ſites, ſo farre as any 
ſwelling doth appeare. So done, then take of the whiteſt 
ſifted aſhes that ye can,and mirethem with the grounds of 
ſtale olde piſſe. and ſtirre them well both together: then als 
ſo wach the lleſh ie ſoꝛe therewith.

He garget on the tongue of the beate, Ore oꝛ Cow . is 

a certaine ſwelling vnder the rot ol his tongue which 
cauſe his head and face to ſwell + to froth alſo at the mouth, 
ho wil then foꝛſake his meat in often gulping in his thꝛoat. 
The remedie is, ve muſt caſt him on ſome ſtrawe foꝛ bzus 
ſiag, aud then take fozth his tongue, and with the poynt 
ofa ſharpe knife, flif along the midole veine vnder an inch, 
right from the roote of his tongue, and there well come 
fo:th blacke bloud and water , which commeth from the 
gall .

To helpe the blaine of the 


the tongue. 


He blaine of the tongue which will come to ſome cat⸗ 

tell, is a certaine bladder growing aboue on the rot of 
his tongue againſt the pipe which griele at length in (wel- 
ling will ſlop his winde and commeth at the firſt by ſome 
arcat chafing and heat of the ſtomach: whereby (as ſome 
do iudge) it doth ſtill grow and increaſe bp moze heat. F02 
commonly it commeth in ſommer and not in winter. Foz 
when the beaſt is hot and hath t ene chaſt, then ik there be 
any) it will riſe and ſwell full of winde and water, ſo when 
it is full, and bigge withall, it will Cop the beaſtes winde, 
which pe ſhall perceiue by his gaping and holding fo2th his 
tongue, and foming at his mouth. It then there be not ſpee⸗ 
die remedie, he will ſuddenly fail and die. The remedie is, 
to caſt him, and take fo2th his tongue and ſlit the bladder 03 
bꝛeakeit thereon, then ſoftly waſh it with vinegar, and a 
little ſalt. o he Gall dos well againe. 

This blainc on the rote of the tongue, commeth by great 
chafing, and faſt dꝛiuing and fo2 want of water, they take 
a heat. and ſo rꝛleth the blaine : which cattecll will ſuddenly 
die thereof, ſpecially fat cattell,fo2 they will ſoncſt have the 
blain. Some beaſt wil haue many vnder the tongue. Ther⸗ 
foꝛe pe muſt pꝛicke them with an awle, if pe haue no other 
tole, and then chafe them ſo with pour hand, that pe bzcake 
them all, fo2 the breaking doth helpe as afozeſaid. Then 
piſſe thereon ifye haue no other thing , and lo he ſhall doe 
well.

then make and haue ready of beaten garlicke,and the tops 
ofthe ſharpe nettles with ſome reſty bacon of the outſide , 
beate all well together, then put it into the ſaid hole: then 
Mall ye bath it twiſe a day as followeth.

I F an Dre 82 other beaſt by chance do l&ſe his Quide, a 
ſometimes a beaſt by ſome occaſion his quide will fal 
from him cut of his mouth, and then hee will mourne and 
haue no ſtomacke to eate becauſe the meate which he hath 
already eaten wil not digeſt. The remedy is: ſome doe vſe 
to take part of the quide cut of another beaſis mouth. which 
is of like nature, as if it be a cow that doe want her quide, to 
take ſome of the quide of another cowe, and giue it her to 
ſwallow downe,e by that meanes ſhe will doe well againc: 
and ſo the like of other beaſtes. Alſo againe, ſome do take a 
handkull of the hear be called Cudwoꝛt, which they bꝛuſe 
tmail, and puts a quantity of fat the reunto, ę ſo tonueigh it 
into the beaſts mouth to ſwallow that haue loſt his quide, 
t ſo he will amend, Againe,ſome other take a pete ofleuen, 
aun nut that into the beaſts mouth, as afe2eſaid, and ſo he 
will thereby recouer againe.

bꝛaine pan, which bladder mult be taken fozth oꝛ he wil ne⸗ 
uer amend, but in the end he wil die therof, The remedy pe

FF pe will bꝛeed calnes to make pong bulles, take no calfg 
hat is calued within the pziwe, which is counted the nus 
dates after the change ſoʒ thoſe will not pꝛoue wel, as ſome 
haſbands ſay, Noz likewile allo any calfe ( o2 other) then 
calued, is not god fo2 to keepe,but to cate 02 ſell, among 
a hundꝛed calues two thal be ſufficient foz to make buls:as 
fo2 all the re(t.i: hal be beſt to geld them ſwne after they are 
calued, oz at two peares of age, and then to lay vpon the 
ſozes the Alhes of Wine tw gz burat and mict with ltargy. 
And on the thiro day aſter, pe may melt of tar, and mingle 
o the (aid aſhes there with, and annoint therwith fo; fears 
of (weliing.Alſo the mancr of gelding ofcalues.Mago doth 
counſel and ſap, that calues would be gelsed when they ars 
young and tender, t not with any pꝛon: but with a clouen 
hazell ſticke, and ſo pꝛeſſed together, and then race the codd 
by little and little till it be conſumed. This he taketh to bes 
the beſt way of gelding, when they are young and tender, 
fo; this kinde of way is done without wound.

e keper t gouernour ot cattell muſt al wales be dili⸗ 
gent to foꝛeſæ that his cattel haue meate in due ſeaſon, 

aud that his alles be cleanely kept, and that no paultrey 
hennes, duckes, oz hogges doe ble at any time the ſaide 
Kalles: fo the fethers of poultry are vnwholſome fo2 ca- 
tell, e alſp their dung bꝛeds themarren in cattell, as ſome 
doe iudge, and the doung alfo 'of hogges vofy them no 
god 


geod,and likewiſe the lice of hogges will make them vn⸗ 
Huaet 4 ſcabby. Alls the keeper ought to rub them Saily that 
labour, and fo kembe them with a carde which will make 
them the luſtier, and to wash their feete with colds Ma⸗ 
ter when as they labour not, will doe well. Pee ſhall alſo 
know the fazcc and age of an ore in viliting his mouth, fo2 
be will caſt his two fo2moft tæth within ten moneths of 
bis firſt yeare, and within fire werkes after that, be wall 
caſt the two next teeth vntothem and about the end of the 
peares he will change ant caſt them all. and when they 
ate growne all full vp againe, they will then ce all cquall, 
white and long.

maniteſt thing to ktepe their bodies in health: and they do 
ſcrow ſome ſand oꝛ grauel vnder their cattel, on the planks 
fo: ſtiving, whereby they may ſtand the better, without li- 
— t alſo to ſe them haue litter at euenings alter their 
Ur. 

And when pe hall put them foꝛth in the Spzing with 
pour kine pe ſhall ſeparate the young ſucking calues as 
fone as they haue (acked their dammes. you ſhal put them 
into ſome ſeuerall houſe oʒ other plate, where they ſhall te⸗ 
maine all the dap: and when ye wil haue them ſack pe ſhal 
tet them foꝛth to their dammes, and let them ſucke but e⸗ 
uening and moꝛning and ſo ſhut them vp again in p bouſe, 
fo2 by this oder he talues Gall ware moze fairer, and alſo 
foner fat, then roming ſtill with their dammes. Allo when 
a cow hath cal ued it the be not then wel kept ( although ſhe 
be a god nurſe / ſhe ſhal not be able to nouriſh wel her calf: 
therefoze they do vſe to giut Kine with calfe ofthe greene 
hearbe called mellilot.they ſtampe it with ſome honp, and 
lay if all a night to ſoke in milkc: and ſo giue it her like a 
medicine :foʒ that is counted maruellous god foz a cow W 
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calfe oz other beaſt. Likewiſe againe, they do fampe peaſs 
with wine, and ſo giue it them: and let the Farmers wife, 
as (one as your calues be taken vp, put the milke apart, 
that butter echeſe may be made therof without any waſte, 
and ſx to alwales that your chaſe be well and cloſe gathe⸗ 
red, in pꝛeſſing foꝛth cleane all the whay (foz whay remai- 
ning in the curds,wil make the che&ele ware ſow2e.and aire 
will make it full of holes:)and likewiſe that pour pots bee 
wel ſcalded 4 cleane waſhed,with other pour veſſels there- 
unto belonging. oꝛ elſe vellels, with chaſe fats t ſuch like, 
will make pour che&fe ware ſoure alſo. And allo, that your 
women ſeruants touch no bulter no2 cheeſe hauing their 
moneths termes on them, oz that is very buwholſome. 

Moꝛeouer, when as pe ſhal l& a labouring ore that labo⸗ 
reth dailp. bate no part of his fleſh, but remaines ftillfatte 
and in god liking which is no god ligne, foz he is full of 
fleugme. 

Chereloꝛe ve ſhal euer eight day open his mouth , and 
walh it with his owne piſſe, and thereby pe hal dzaw fozth 
much fleugme thereat, which otherwiſe he would Qil [wal- 
low downe.Which fleugme oftimes will moleſt and grieue 
him to tale his meate: foz the abundance of fleugme doth: 
cauſe him to haue the cater oꝛ reume, which ye ſhal perteiue 
when he is troubled therewith, by watering ofhis eyes faz 
they wil ſxme very waterp: and when they dꝛop water, he 
wil hang downe his ears. Then ye ſhal take him and waſh 
his mouth with time bzuiſedin white wine and thereupon 
rub his mouth with garlick and fine ſalt mixt together: ſo 

done, then waſh his mouth againe with wine, as befoze. 

Some do cleanſe the ſaid fleugme with bay leaues bea- 

ten with the barke of pomegranats, and ſo mixt with wine 
wach therwith And other ſome doe ſquirt wine mixt with 
mirrhe, into their noftrels : but foꝛ the reume oꝛ cater,ifhis 
eyes do infiame, ye ſhall but let him bloud on the veine vn- 
der his tongue, and ſo ye ſhal remedyit.

TW a Cow that is whethered, that is, when che 
hath newly calued aud hath not caſt her cleaning,ſhee 
will die of it ſhoztly after, To make her voyde and caſt the 
ſame,ye ſhall take a good quantity of the iuice ofmallowes, 
and mitt i with ale oz wine and gine it, which is god to re- 
pulſe the latter birth after the Cow haue calued, Ansther 
Take mugwoꝛt, ſtampe and ſtraine it with ale, and ſo giue 
it, which will both cleanſe the latter birth, g alſo bzing foꝛth 
the dead calfe within her, Another, Take. of Ariſtolochia, 
doe bzuſe and mixe it with myꝛte a pepper, and then gine it 
with white wine oz ſtzong ale, which doth caſt fozth the 
latter burthen. Another. Stampe a god handfull of peni- 
riall, and ſtraine it with ale and ſo giue if, which will put 
fozth the latter burthen. Another. Bzuſe a good handful of 
betony leaues Araine it with honyed water 4 then giuen, 
Which doth dziue fozth the ſecond birth, Alſo take of ſpler 
mountaine, ſtampe it and then ſtraine it with wine, and ſo 
giue it: which is god to clente and dꝛiue fozth the latter bur⸗ 
then. Alſo they doe vſe fo giue when a cow is whethered, of * 
ſmoaked barley, which barley is but ſinged inthe ſtraw and 
ſo giuen, and ſhe& will eate thereof: any one of theſe afoze- 
ſaid is god againſt the ſaid diſeaſe, if pe ſhall ſ& knots in 
the mouth, then iudge ſhe hath not cleanned of hir birth ht 
mult ye take them from her, oz ſhe will die. 


To helpe a beaſt prickt with a thorne. 


E chall fake a bettle fly,cald of ſome a ſhumbard, which 

creepethcommonl on hoꝛſe dung, oꝛ other dung it his 
belly but kill him not and lay to the cut plate, where the 
thozne went in. If any thing will helpe, this will doe it, but 
ſomewhat painefull a while. Another. Take the black ſnaile 
that beareth no ſhell,bzuſe it and lap it to. Another. Shave 
p rotes of red roſes, and put thareto ot blacke ſope . ſo lay it 
to. Another. Take agrimony. rue, marigolds, of each a like 
quantity, ſtampt them all together _ with a little ſalt, A 
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ſo lax it to. Another. Take of the rote of barbery tre , bꝛuſe 
it and lap it to. which will dꝛaw fozth either thozne oz yzon 
out of the bone. 


¶ How to viſit and overſee your cattell from 
time to time. 


E muff often ouerſe and villte your troupes ofcatfell, 

againſt any infirmitie that map daily hap, and to chuſe 
t fake fo2th the olde cattel from the poung, ſo muſt pe like⸗ 
wile ta&e pour kine which are barren from Þ other, betauſe 
they will beare no moze, e vet occupie the place of the bea⸗ 
ring kine. Which barren kine ye mayrather fat them, oz 
occupy them tothe plough, faz they may as will indure las 
voz and trauaile, as the poung ore, becauſe being barren 
they are as light. They delight to bee in ſunny places, in 
winter nye ſea, and in ſummer to be in thick ſhadop wods, 
and they lone moze the paſture on manntaines,then on the 
plaines,and alſo their hofes will better indure in foꝛreſtes 
g gralle wods oz in places ofclay oz marris grounds, then 
in hard and ſony place.

Ye pobover ofir, o2 rv.leanes of laurell, oz the gr&ne 
leanes thereof beaten e ſtrained with a pinte of honied 
water, mirt with a little ſalt, then ſtraind and giuen to the

Allo the leaues of the alder, bꝛuſed and led in water, then 
ſtraind and ſo giuen, doth purge both choller 4 fleam downs

v like Oz the inner rinde which is greene, taken 4 ſtampt 
with wine, z lo let it ſtand colde all a night, and then ſtraine 
it in the moꝛning + ginc it warme. D2 likewile p low alder 
tald dans woꝛt, which will doe the like, and in all pointes 
it will purge both choller and flegme, as well as other el⸗ 
der: 
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der E (as ſome do iudge) it is god to be giuen to cattell in 
the time of plague o2 murren among bealles. 

Likewiſe pe may take of ſpurge which giueth like milke, 
fake a god handfull thercof, tampe it, end then Eraine it

Another Pe ſhall take a handful of the rotes of Polipodi- 
um (which is the fearne that groweth on the dake) chop it 
ſmall, c then bzuſe it, and mixe it with a quazt ofhonied wa⸗ 
ter and fo giue it warme. In ſommer ver may take likewiſe 
a god handful ofthe hꝰanchea. and uſe it as the other afo2e- 
— doth purge both choller aud flegme, but chieflp 

game. 

Another, Ye ſhall take a god handfull of the croppes of 
bꝛome being griene, then bꝛuſe it, and put vnto it a pinte oꝛ 
moꝛe ofhonied water o2 ſtrong ale, 8 let it reſt ſo al night, 
then on the mozrow, ſtraine it and giue it warme. Ir e wil 
make it moꝛe ſtronger, xe may put into it, two dzams ofthe 
ſeede made into pouder, t then it will wozke moze ironger.

The. moꝛe pꝛopoꝛtion ye giue, ok all 
theſe afozeſaid. the ſtronger they will be to woꝛke. Mher⸗ 
fo:e pe muſt ve them with diſcretion. and as pe ſhall ſe 
cauſe , foz ye may as wel: giue to much as to little:and the 
beſt is when ye doe giue them any dꝛinke to purge, to kepe 
them in winter warme after day and a night, and ſo they 
ſhali doe well, God willing. The beſt ſignes to giue them 
dzinke in, is Scorpio and Piſces,

that the tarrors 02 ſmithes doe vſe foz ſhoing oF their vn⸗ 
gratious hozles. Thich faſhion pe ſhall make thus pe ſhal 
firſt pitch your 4. cozner poſtes faſt in the ground, and then 
plankeit in the bottome : then ſhall ve plate the ſids with 
foare ſlrong barres ofa ſide, well and faſt made to the foure 
co2ner poſtes, which poſtes muſt be at leaſt vy.fotehie,th# 
trolle thoſe barres onthe out ſides with these croſſe barres⸗ 
and let the entrance be foure fot wide, ſo that the beaſt map 
eaſily enter in. and there ſet with ſize barres behinde.

Likewiſe chaffe mired with ground beanes, is god ſomes 
times, pour oxen are lefſe ſubiec to diſeaſes the pour ho2ſes 
vet to pꝛeſerue and keepe them in health, our elders did vie 
to purge them euer quarter th2& daies together, one with 
lupin peaſe, another with the graine of Cypres, beaten in 
like quantitie, ſtæped al one night befoꝛe in a pint,oz a pint 
And a halfe of water and ſo giuen. Others doe giue o:hcr 
things accozding to the vie ofthe countrie.

The remedies are: pe (yall fra the beaſt that is ſo 
dead, and burie him in a dæpe pit, and cover him well 
with earth, that no dogs can come to the carion. Foz ſo ma⸗ 
ny beaſts as do ſmell thereof are like to be infected with the 
ſame diſeaſe: and fozthwith ye ſhall heue the ſkin ſtraight 
to the tanner, caric it not home, fo2 feare ofmoze perill map 
fall thereof. There is a common vle, and done of a great 
charitie which is, they will put the beaſts ſkinne on a dle. 
and then let it in a hedge ſaſt bound to a ſtake by the biats 
way ſite, that eucrie man riding by, may perceine there⸗ 
by where the ſickneſſe of catfcll is, and alſo in whatitowne- 
chip: and they hold an opinion, it will thereby ceaſe the 
rather, which J doe ſcarcely beleeuo. But a beaſt having; 
tye murren, being flaped, it will appeare betwane the fc 
and the ſkinne,tog it will be as though it were full 8 — h⸗

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bubbles like bliſters fome hlackich ſome bletve; and ſome 
yellow, which wil commoniy be im a fat reren 
and moꝛe deepe iu the leg 5 

There haue bene ſome beatts that haue — 
ren, (as J haue bene credibly tolde he that ſtayed him died 
ſone after, and he that went with it to the tanner, and the 
hoꝛſe that carried it, and the Tanner that tanned it, all 

theſe dyed ſone therenpan which was thought it was by 

the infection of the ſtinking ſtine, buf being true, it was 
a maruellous infection. 'Whercfoje it ts thaught god ok 
ſome to burie them whole, fo2 feare ofa further inconue⸗ 
nience: this is thought gad of ſome, fo take a ſmail coꝛd 
and binde it hard about his necke:then on the farther ſive 
vet hall fele a greate vayne, and with a launcet p hall 
ſtrike thereon and let him bloud a pinte oz moe and ſo 
likewiſe on the other ſide okhis necke, Then take awape 
the coꝛde and it will ſodapnly ſtaunch, but if the figne bue 
there, he is in moze daunger of bleeding ſtill . Ir he fo 
doe, pte (hall clappe fo b2uiſed netties and ſalt, a: wilde 
tanſey bzuifed and lapd to: and ſome therefoꝛe do giue them 
dꝛinkes. Thus muſt pou ſerue all your cattelt that are in⸗ 
feted,o2 being together in one paſture: ſo doing ve ſhall a⸗ 
uoid the greater danger in tyis diſeaſe, Foz the murren it 
is taken by venomed graſſe, by aan 5 and Tann 
water, and by bg 1

calues as they can conuenientiy keep;to mama their 
ſtocke, and chiefly thoſe calues that do fall uetwen Candle⸗ 
maſſe and Map, ſoz in that ſeaſon their milke may beft bee 
ſpared and by that time there will bee ſufficient oralle ta 
weane them, and in winter following they will bs ftrong 
enough to ſaue themſelues among other cattell, hauing 
now 
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now and then ſome ſmall helpes,and alſo the Dammes by 
June ſhall beithe teadiet againe to fake the bull, 4 to bzing 
other calues in the time afo2eſaid : and if a cowe tary til at 
ter ay ere ſhe talue the calfe will be to weake inthe win⸗ 
ter following : and the dam will not be ſo ready to take the 
Bul againe, butthereby oftimcs goe barren.Alſo to reare a 
calfe after Pichaelmaſſe,atid tokepthe dam at hardmeat, 
as they do in ſome touutries, it wauld bæ to coftly all the 
Winter: and a Cow abzoad will giue moze milke with a 
little graſle, then much fodder dying in the cloſe houſe, oz fed 
with hayxſtraw remayning in the ſtall:foꝛ the dꝛy and hard 
meat doth diminiſh moze milke a great deale then graſle, 
As foʒ thote huſbands that haue but mall paſture oz none 
at all, muſt doe as they map:and in m mind, it were farre 
better fo2 them to ſell their calues then to tear them, wher- 
by they may laue the milke to a moe p2ofite foi the keping 
of — bouſe;and the Cow then will the rather go to the bull 
againe. | 
Alſo if the huſband do go with ah Dre plough, it ſhall be 
then miete ta reare two Dreicatges,and two Towe calues 
perely,to hold vp his ſtocke, ifhe can ſo doe, and it will bs 
the moze pꝛoſite: allo it is better to weane calues at grafle, 
then at hard meat, it they were at graſſe befoze : and thoſe 
that can haue ſeveral paſtures fo their Bine « calues ſhall 
doe well, (reare with leſſe coſt then others. The weaning 
calues with hay and water wil make them haue great bel⸗ 
lies, betauſe they ſtirre not ſo well therwith as with graſſe, 
and they wil the rather rot when they tome to graſle. And 
againe in winter they would be put in houſes rather then 
to remain abzoad,and to giue them but hay on nights, and 
to paũture them in the dap tinie. Ind chus being vled, they 
ſhall be much better to handle when they hall be Kineoz 
Oxen ta ſerue to any other purpoſe, 
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The loſſe of calfe, lambe, or fole, which is the 
leaſt lofle. 


E Hall vnderſtand, the leaſt hurt fo2 the hnſbandma is 

his cow to caſt her calfe then his ewe to caſt her lambe 
o2 mare her colte, becauſe the calfe will ſucke ſo much milke 
as her is wozth , befoꝛe he ſhall be able to kill. And of the 
ewes milks there commeth no p2ofite but the lambe. pet in 
ſome countries they weane their lambes, and milke their 
eawes, whichis a hinderace foz them to take the ramme in 
due lealon. But therby afttimes goeth many eawes barren, 
becauſe they are bzought lo lowe with milking. Alſo if 
the mare caſt her fole, that is thzice ſo great a loſſe as the o⸗ 
ther two,foz if that fole come of a god bod, which is a moſt 
neceſſary thing fo2 euery man to pꝛouide foz himſelf,and as 
much charge wil a bad mare coit in keping as a gad mare, 
and with god keeping the fole will be in ſhozt time ready to 
fell, fo2 double ſo much mony as hou lambe, and calfe is 


wozth. 


What cattell is moſt meete to goe in one 
Paſture rogether. 


E ſhall vnderſtand it is not ſo god no2 ſo p2ofifable, to 

bane cattellall'of one ſoztin apaſture together, as to 
haue al oxen oꝛ al ho2ſes in a paſture together, noꝛ vet ſhep 
alone extept they paſture on high grounds foz they will not 
feedc euen, but ouerrun and leaue many tufts of graſſe here 
and there vntouched in diuers places ofthe paſture: erte pt 
it be greatly laid with cattell. Therſoꝛe ye ſhal perceiue that 
hozſes will agree well with other cattell in one paſture toge 
ther fo2 there is fome graſle that yozſes wil eate, and beaſfs 
wit! not. and lightly a hozſe wil couetto feed after other cats 
tell. Allo a hczie loues to fede on lowe grounds. as plaſhes 
aud hollow p aces, But hoꝛies and (heepe will not lo well a- 


græ togetger, except it vs toz the chape to {eve on the vpper 
grounds 
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grofides. Fo) a Hepe will fede on a bare paſture, and eatẽ 
the ſwerteſt gralle, and ſo will a hoꝛſe likewiſe but he muſk 
haue it longer. Vet (as ſome do ſap) a hoꝛie will eate as nigh 
the ground as a ſheepe,but he canot thyrewith fill his belly 
ſo ſone: To one hundꝛeth ofcattell in a paſture , ye may 
haue xr.hoꝛſes, if it be a low ground. But if there be plenty 
ol graſſe then pte may put therein an hundrethlhepe moze: 
and ſo likewiſe to the rate of the godnes of y paſture, moꝛe 
oz leſle in cattell, and after this ozder,ye map eate pour pa⸗ 
ſtures euen with cattell, and leaue but fewe tufts of grafle 
vneaten. 

Aſſo if it be a high ground, ye may then put in moze ſhep, 


and leſle of other cattell. Foz many Kine and dꝛaught ox- 


en, will eate a ground much barer then the fatting oren oz 
kine. And pee may alſo gine a milch Cowe as well to 
much meate as te little: foz to much meate will make her 
ſone fatte : and then ſhe will the rather take the Bull: and 
the being fat will gine leſſer milke then a leaner Cowe: foz 
the fatneſſe ſtoppeth the poares ofthe raines which ſhould 
conuey the milke vnto the vdderne. Wherefoze a meane 
paſture is alwaies beſt tokepe your milch kine in, and 
to haue them in a gov meane eſtate , neither to fat noꝛ to 
leane. Alſo, if a TCowe be fat when ſhee ſhall calue ſhes 
is in moze daunger then being leane, and the calfe ( ſhe 
being fatte) ſhal be the leſle of ſtature. As foʒ pour dzanght 
oxen. vt cannot giue them to much meate, except it bee 
the after graſle of a lowe mowed medowe. Foz that will 
cauſe them to haue the gy2rie, and then her may not a- 
way ſo well with labour. Likewile, ifthere bee very much 
graſſe in a cloſe, the cattell will fede the wozle thereof, foz 
better is a good ſweete bitte from the earth, then a large 
and deepe graſle. Foz whereas it is long, the beaites will 
bite of the toppes thereof, and no moze, foz that is the 
ſweeteſt, And the other grafle ſhall remaine ill on the 
ground and ſo ratte, foz no beaſte will eate thereof, buf 
hozſes onely in winter. Foz they wil! feede on ſoggy 
gralle and ſuch like. Alſo pe ſhall vnderſtand that hozſes 

and 
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and cattell may not well be foddered in winfer alfogether, 
but put apart, foz the beaſtes with their hoznes will go2e 
both hoꝛſes and ſhepe.UWherefoze it is the moꝛe danger fo 
fo fede them together it is beſt therefoꝛe to make ſtanding 
rockes and cratches,and fo call their meate therein, Which 
ſtaues ought to be (ct ſome what nigh together, foz pulling 
and ſpoyling their fodder to much at once vader their fete, 
At were rather better to change their places euery day, 
where pe feede them, which ſh ould make them to gather vp 
moꝛe cleane, and not foz to trample ſo much vnder their 
fete. Thus much as concerning the paſturing of cattell to⸗ 
—— paſtares, and alſo the fothering of them together 
winter.

¶ A very good order for the farting of Oxen 


in the ſta wle. 


12 vou intende to fatte any oren in the 
ſtawle,being in ſommer 02 winter to ſet the vp: 
if ye take them from graſſe in the ſommer, they will hardly 
fall to the eating ofhay ofa god white after, but when ye 
then take them vp,ke&pe them ſo without meate and water 
one day and a night,and ſo they will by ertreame hanger 
fo2get the graſſe the rather and then at the firſt gine them a 
little hay at once,whereby they may eate it vp cleane , and 
thereby ware ſtili hungry Pe muſt alſo take them vp into 
the tawte on a d2y day,fo; if pee fall them wette, they wil 
haue (as ſome Graſiers ſay ) warnell wozmes on tgeir 
backes,which will commonly come vato them by famine 
and pouerfy , and wil hurt the ſuinne And alſo it wil make 
them belowſte.Pee hail fherfoze viſe to kembe them with 
woll cazds oꝛ hoꝛſe combe,as ſome do.and ſay it doth make 
them moze luſtier. But indeed {hat is awd foz the labouring 
oxen, ſo to be vſed but not foz the fatting oxe as ſome iudge: 
noꝛ pe ſhal not let them go fozth ofthe ſtawle at any time, 
nat {a much as to dzinke. Foz then tgey wil deũre the 

moze 
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moꝛe fo be abꝛoad, the licking or them will hinder(as they 
ſay)tyeit fatting. But ve ſhai ſo pʒouide that they may haue 
water brought them in cowles, oz elle to come thzovgh 
their ſtawles, as ſome doe vie, which is to ſet a woodden 
troffe along thꝛough their ſtawles, and with a pipe of lend 
and a coꝛke at the end thereof, comming from a conduit oꝛ 
tceſterne, and thereby filstheſaid troffe twiſe a day with 
freſh water, mozning and euening, and at euery time be- 
foꝛe to tlenſe the troffe of al the olde water, and ſo to giue 
them freſh,fo2 after they haue once dꝛunke their filles of the 
freſh water, they will lightly haue no moꝛe thereof, fo2 they 
will blow thereon,and after loth to dzinke any moze ther - 
of, vntill they haue freſh;Fo2 an oxe oz cow is a beaſt that 
doth loue to feede ſwate and clenly. Allo pou ſhal lape pour 
froffes ende ſomewhat a flope, ſo that the water may runne 
foozth all at the one ende thereof, in taking fozth.a pin to let 
out the ſaid water: and then waſh the troffe cleane, and ſo 
gine them freſh. Thus ye muſt vſe them dayly moꝛuing and 
euening fo ſong as pe fat them. 

And firſt in the moꝛning ve ſhal take away all their ote 
hape, aud ſo cleanſe their water troffe,and then giue them 
freſh water, and then alittle freſh hay againe,x ſo at noone, 
and likewiſe at night: and thus to vie them to be fedde from 
time fo time. Alſo it ſhall be beſt fo place and ſet their froffe 
on the farther ſide their crib nye vnto the wall, and to ſef 
it two foote hie and moze,and their rackes likewiſe would 
ffand of a good height, as of foure foote 02 moze, and to bee 
made almoft as bzoade beneath as aboue,foz ſeare ot tang⸗ 
ling their hoꝛnes therein, and the rack ſtaues ſet not paſſing 
foure inches a ſander: yet ſome do bſe to feede them on the 
ground without a racke, but that is thought to bee moze 
duſty and moꝛe waſtefull ofhay. They do alſo giue them 
ſometimes foꝛ change, of wheate oz barley chaffe, with the 
gurgins thereof, fo2 that after it they ſay) will make them 
to d2inke well. But the hay is onely the chiefeſt fodder,and 
will make the hard fleſh, 6 

Likewiſe their ſtandarts e poſts fo faſten the by, rr 
e 
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be made round and ſmoth, of the bignes of firf@ne inches 
about, and ſeuen fwte long, andſef foure (ote ids one poſt 
from annother. Ye muſt ler like wiſe they be ſet faſt eſtrong 
both aboue and beneath: and ye ſhall alſo hardle your oren 
in the ſtall all ofthe one ſize of your ſtandarts oꝛ poſts, foz 
feareof their hoznes the one ore ts hurt the other, and y& 
ſhall faſten them vnto the poſtes,with a bowe- withe made 
ſhacle wiſe, ſliding aboue and beneath his necke on the ſtan- 
dart, ſo that the one ſide of his necke ſhall be alwayes cloſe 
vnto the ſaide ſtandart o2 poſt, By which oꝛder oftying ſo, 
they ſhall not at any time bow their heads ſo well to licke 
them. Foz in licking them (as is (aide )it doth hinder their 
feeding in the fatting. And alſo if ye tie them as plow oxen 
be, witha ſole and a with, which 1s made like a yoke bow, 
which would be to long a tie from the ſtandart, and they 
will then both licke them ſelues, and ſtrike eche other with 
their hoznes: therefoze the other way of hardling and ty⸗ 
ing is beſf. Dome make a light cradle of wood, and put it 
about their neckes, which will kerpe their heads from tur- 
ning backe to licke themſelues in any part of their bodies, 
but it is not ſo eaſie to lie downe.Dther do all to mere them 
with their owne dung,and then caſt aſhes thereon, which 
will ſane them from licking. 9lſo foz the cleanſinge and 
farming of them, they do vſe mo2ning and euening to ſho- 
nel downe their dung and to ſe from time to time that they 
becleane kept, fo2 that is a furtzerance vnto their fafting 
and liking. And as foz the littering of them, they doe not 
litter at all, but let them lie on faire drie plankes and in 
their owne dung Yet ſome are of this opinion, that to lit- 
ter them ſomewhat vnder the fozepart of their bodies, ſhall 
not be hurtfull vnto them: and further, their keper muſt 
from time to time lake vnto them and marke how they doe 
eate and drinke as they ould doe, Fo2 ſometimes there 
will growdiſeaſes amongſt them in their mouthes, as the 
barbes and ſuch like: which will much hinder their feeding, 
and ſo patre, ił theꝝ be not loked vnto in time, and haue 


helpe. 
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Dome doe alfa bie to make holes behinde them, and ſet 
therein earthen pots euen with the ground, to keepe th. tc 
piſſe in and ſo coner them with ſquare boꝛds oz plaukes, 
with which piſſe they do vle to wach the bodies of tho ſe ap- 
ple trees which are ginen to be woꝛme eaten, oz canker ea- 
ten, foꝛ thep ſap that will ſaue them. They doe alſo vie to 
taſt the ſaide piſſe among their rotes in the garden.foz that 
wil alſo kill 02 canfe the woꝛmes to voide, and ſane the rots 
from being eaten Thus much foz the oʒder ing and fatting 
_ eftheoren in the ſtall 

Pe ſhall take the rotes ol great ſedge, which ſedge bea 
reth long leaues with white ſtretzes therein, much like to a- 
white and greene lace,and groweth in ſome gardens , like 
to aquitch graſſe,and the rotes are much like co a quitch 
graſſe but they are moze greater, and will runne in the 
ground like the quitch called Garum in Latine, and it is 
thought to be a kinde thereof. Take a handfullof the ſaide 
rates, bʒuilſe them, and boile them in a quart ot god ale, then 
ſtraine it, ſo giue it luke warme three 0z foure moznings and 
they ſhall amend. But let them not eate noz dzinke the ſpaces 
of two oz the houres after. 


The nature of the ſhroue mouſe. 


e ſhroue mouſe is an ill beaſt, and doth trouble and 

hurt mens cattle in many places: for her teeth are vene 

mous,fo2 whereas ſhe biteth any beaſt,it will ſone rankle 

and ſwell, that if they haue not ſome helpe,they wil dy ther · 

ol. The remedies are, thoſe medicines whichare vſed againſt 
venoming of other Cattell be alſo gode foz this. 

Chere is alſo a common ſaying aniong huſbandmen that 
ik any beaſt be mouſe crope,that is, when ſhe runneth ouer 
the back of any beaſt, he ſhall ſodainely ware lame, and 
commonly in the hinder partes, ſo that he ſhall not be able 
to riſe noz go, drawe his legges after him. Wherein A 
haue heard no remedy but theſe :one is, ve ſhall haue him 

te 


to a bʒiar growing at both the endes, and dzaw that beaſt 
bnderifth2ough, and ſo he will recouer: ſome do beats him 
with the ſaide bziar . Alſo amongs huſbandmen this is 
counted molk cheife and often appꝛoued. That is ts ſay, 
ee thall often toſſe and turne the lame beafte, and turns 
him ouer and ouer, nowe on one ſide,and then at an other, 
— way vp and downe, which (as they lay )is a preſent 
e. 

Annother: Some doe feache to boze a hole in any fre, 
elme, oꝛ other, and put therein aliue ſhrous mouſe, and pin 
it cloſe, and let it dzie therein. Then when any beaſtis 
mouſe crope, pe ſhali beate the beaſt with a twigge ol the 
ſame free , and ſo he ſhall recouer againe. Another, if your 
beaſt be bitten with the ſaid mouſe, it will ſwell andinflame 
and then they doe helpe it in pꝛicking the place with a bod⸗ 
kin, 02 awle of lettin, and then to chale it thereon, with ſope 
and venigar mired together, and that will helpe it.Ano- 
ther, ſome do take a ſhzoue mouſe altue , and put her into 
a glalle of ſallet ople, and therein let her die, and when anp 
beaſt is bitten with her. they annoynt the bitten place with 
the ſaide oyle, and ſo he will amend, but touch no other place 
with the ople. 


To heale the tetter on 
cattell. 


He tetler is an vnſeemelp ſturuines ot ſcabbe growing 

on the ſkin 02 outward part ofa beaſt. Dome are bꝛoad, 
and ſome will grow long, and hang like a cluſter of grapes, 
oz like a wen with kernels, and knobs ſomewhat hard. It 
is ſuppoſed they doc increaſe by wett and pouertie,and ſoms 
thinke it doth increaſe of ſome venomed humdur, oꝛ by ſome 
pꝛicke 02 bꝛuſe, oz ſuch like. It is not grienous to the beaſt, 
but vnſemelp, The remedies are, they helpe the running 
oz baoade tetter, byſcaring it roundegbout with a hoate v 
ron: and ſhen ta lap tarre thereau. Spit vde but laye 


tarre vnelp theresn. And foz the long tetter that hang 
XF 2 downe 
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downe like a cluffer of grapes, 02 bunch: they doe ſeare it 
off with a hoaty2on,and then doe tarre it thereon, and ſo if 
goeth away. Alſo they ſay, when the. beaſt coth ware fatt 
and luſty by graſſe,it will ſo weare away by little and little 
againe, foꝛ they haue it commonly in Winter, and not in 
Hummer. 


Annother ſor the ſame. 


E hall mixe oꝛepement with tarre, and put thereto of 

I gray ſope, all in like quantitie, and heat it, and ihen an- 

noint therewith:ſo often as pe ſhall ſe canſe, and this will 

heale it. Ifthe letters hang long, ſome do knit them about 

— haire, and by ſuch meanes they will ſo conſum e and 
away. 


Againſt faintneſſe in labouring 
oxem 


oſe oxen that are laboured all the Minter at plongh, 
toward the ſpring they will ware fainte and poꝛe and 
full of lice, and with (mall labour they will, lye downe. Ther 
foze to kæpe them ſtill in god pligbt, and luſtie, ys ſhall gine 
them befoze their wateriug, to euer Dre a god handfull of 
barly in the ſtraw, and then after let them dzinke: which 
will alwates kepe them luſtie and ſtrang And alſo kembe 
pour oxen with a hozſe combe o2 carde, it will delight them 
the moze, being fatt oxen. Pet ſome will ſap,a fatting Dre 
mult not be touched 02 rubbed on the backe. 


For a Cows lackin o milke hauing nevy 
calued. 


VV pt haue a Cowe that hath newly talued and 
lacking milke through pouertie, to canſe her milk 
to increaſe , vc ſhall boyle of Anniſeꝛdes in god Ale, o: 
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Mine, then ffraine it and giue it milke warme. Another, 
take a handfull ofthe leaues of the hedge vine, callsd Bꝛio⸗ 
ny, then boyle it in ale oz wine and ſtraine if, and fo giue 
it her. Another, allo the leaucs ofcolewozts boiled in water, 
o2 to giue her them raw, will do the like, and it is alſo god 
againſt the weathering ofa Cowe. Another, v hall giue 
her of ſod barley and Fennell ſerde ſod together, and let her 
eate the ſame, oꝛ greene fennell chopt and mixed with ſod 
barely, and ſo giuen.Alſo the hearbe Nigilromana ſtamped 
and ffratned with ale oz wine, and ſo giuen thꝛe oz fours 
* egy thele are very gad appzoued to increaſe milka 
in a Cowe, 


To helpethe loue. 


He lone is a difeaſe which bze&deth in the clawes of a 

beaſt, and comes (as ſome huſbauds ſay) by treading 
in the doung of chꝛiſtned folkes, which burneth them ſo bes 
twirt their clawes,that it will make them to halt. To cure, 
ye ſhall take a roapes end, and rub and chafe him betwixt 
the clawes therwith.ſo that ye make it blade. Then an- 
noint it with ſome tarre,and freſh greaſe, and it will heals 
ſone againe. 


Againſt goaring ofa beaſt. 


F any beaſt be gozed,ye ſhall take ofrozen, freſh greaſe , 

and ware each a like, then boyle them all together in a 
pot of earth, and then kepe it, and when as ye ſhall haue a⸗ 
ny nee fo occupy thereof, make a tent oflinnen, oz flare 
well annointed with the ſaide oyntment, and ſo put it 
downe to the bottome ofthe wounde , and ſo vie the ſame 
and it wil ſone heale him; oz powze in the wonad boyling 


butter. 
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For the necke of an Oxe that is ſwolne, 


O heate the neck of any Dre that is ſwolne with yoke, 

o2 other wates,ye ſhall take tallowe, and melt it in a 
pot, and as hote as ve may luffer powꝛe if vpon the ſwolne 
plate: vſethis once a day, and it will heale him in ſhozts 
ſpace without other thing. 


For a ſpraine or ſtroke. 


' A Gainffaſp2aine oꝛ froke, ye ſhall fake of butter, 

blacke ſope,and hemlocke hearbe, with a quantitie of 
bay ſalt, then boyle them all together, and all to bathe the 
ſp2aine, oz ſtroke therewith as hote as pe may well ſuffer, 
and it will helpe. If it be in the legs, xte ſhall put vnto (the 
things afozeſaid:)the grounds of beere 02 ale, and wach it 
therewith : and then w2ap it about with a haire rope dip- 
ped in chamberlie, and he ſhall do well, 


To helpe the ſhoulderbone of any beaſt 


out of ioynt.

It it were not that they are ſo fronbleſome, wilde, and 
hard to gouerne and rule, like vnto their fires, there were 
none lite them.

Shepe ( as well as other) ought to be the firſt cattell to 
be loked vnts if ye marke the great p2ofit that commieth- 
by them: fo2 by theſe cattell we are chiefely defended from 
cold, in ſeruing many waies, in coverings foz our bodtes 
Cher doe nat onely nouriſh the people of the villages, but 
alſo foz:to ſerue the table with many ſoztes of dilicate and 
pleaſant meates. Jn ſome countries their milke dath ſerus 
in ſtead of furmentie, of which are the people of Scithia, 
called Nomades. And alſo the Grekes doe name them Ga- 
lactapotes, that is to ſay,dzinkers of milke: and fo2 ſo much 
as theſe cattell are tender and delicate, as Celſus affirmeth. 
Chereloze god heed mult be taken vnto them fo2 ſicknefſe, 
vet they arecommonly in heatth except at lometiunes they 
are ſubied to the murren, ſcabbe, oz peſtilence, in changing 
olgrounds. Cheretoꝛe they muſt be choſcn agreable ta the 
nature ofthe place where they ſhal remaine, the which is a 
rule meete to beobſerued and kept, not onely in thoſe cat 
tell, but alſo in allather cattell of huſdandais.iuhercaſ Vir-

Foz the fatte champaine and paſture fields are good

ſeaerevcloſes are gad e commadiaus to nopriſh all tender 
ſheepe, and ta make them battle, and ſe to fat well. There 
is a great reſpect to be had unto the differences of nature, 
not onely in the loꝛtes and baceve oftheep : but alſo of their 


colaura, and choling of themyloz experience voth * 
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the ſherpe of Mileſie in Athens be great, very faire, and well 
eſtee med. Alſo thoſe ſherpe of Calabria and of the Appolitans, 
and thoſeof ſarcat,and now theſe in Fraunce be mozeeſtee- 
med and p2aiſed,and ſpecially the ſheepe ot Torcello, and 
nert vnto thoſe of the leane champians, as beſide Parma, x 
Medena in Italy. 

Alſo the white colour in ſheepe is very god and p2ofifa- 
ble, as we vſe here maoſt in England : fozofthis colour 2 
man may make many other. And the white will keepe alſa 
his colour long. The black and the bꝛowne be alſo wel pꝛai⸗ 
ſed, which be mach vſed in Italy at Polentia, and alſo in high 
Sraine at Corube. Che yellowe ſhepe be in Alia, the which 
theo tall red Saſerned ſheepe: truly the vſe therol we haue 
hav already by diuerſe and many experiences ofthoſe kind 
of hepe. Foz in Africa, where they are bzought (from the 
towne called Gaditane, and thereabout)are wilde rams of 
ſtr ange and maruellous colours, with many other kinds of 
beaſts,which are ofttimes bzoughtvato the people to make 
paſtimes. Marcus Columella ſaith, à man ofa ſingular god 
wit and vnderſtanding, and very perfect in hulbandzye, 
which bꝛought one of thoſe Rams of Affrick with him into 
Fraunce, and did put him into his paſtures, and when he be⸗ 
came gentle, he made him to be put dnto his Bewes, which 
Namme begat in the beginning all hairy lambes, and like 
in colour: but after that the ſaid lambes had bene couered 
againe ance 02 twiſe, their woll began againe to be gentle, 
ſoft, and faire. And at length thoſe lambes engend2ing with 
their ſheepe. made their Fleece and woll as ſoft t as gentle 
as ours. This Columella retoꝛded, that from the nature of 
the Ramme by the alter ation of the place and cattell , they 
became againe to their fozmer eſtate. And by little + little, 
by god oꝛder and gonernment their wilde natures be clean 
changed. o likewiſe diuerſe beaſts become ſwne gentle by 
well vſing therof in huſbandzy, which afterward are found 
alwayes tame and gentle. Thus J do leaue here, and will 
returne vnto my ſoꝛmer purpoſe,

Fo thoſe which haue 
nohoznes are moze better: and thoſe which haue croked 
hoꝛnes doe moze hurf:foz the one doth annoy the other:

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then, then to be fraight and open. Neuertheleſſe in coun⸗ 
tries moilt 4 windie, they were better to haue the Rams 
with great and larger hoznes,thenother without,becauſe 
it doth keepe 4 defend the greateſt part of their head from 
the winde and ſtoꝛmes. It that the Winter be verie fto2 - 
mie in thoſe countries, they doe choſe thole Rammes: but 
if it be calme and gentle, they do take thoſe whichhaue na 
ho2nes. Foz the hozned ramme hath this diſcommodity.,he 
feeleth by nature each part of his body ſo well armed, that 
he doth deſire nothing but to fight with other. And hee is 
moꝛe hotter after the yeawes at all times, and moꝛe im⸗ 
p2:tunatethen others: ſo that he will not ſuffer any other 
Ramme to couer any troupe of peawes, and hee will baue 
warre without cauſe againſt his fellowes, and will not 
permit and ſuffer them to coucr any yeawe, although hee 
can doe no mo2e himſelfe, and yet he will haue all at his 
commaundement, 

But hee which is without hoznes knoweth he is vnat⸗ 
med, whereby he is not ſo readie to fight, and is alſo af leſſe Rams to cor- 
heat thecefoze ye may haue the moꝛe rammes. The god 
and ;kilful ſhepheard may co2rec the heat and fury of ſuch 
an bnſatiatle & amme by this ſubtiltie: take a ſtrong boꝛd 
of a fate bꝛaad, and fill it full of pikes of y2on, and t ie that 
boꝛd vnto his hoznes, with the pikes toward his fozehead, 
and this ſhallkepe him from hurting of others, foz in gi⸗ 
uing his head a ſtroke, he ſhall hurt himſelle. 

Epicarmus de Syracuſis in Sicilia, which hath diligently 
wꝛitten of the medicines fo2 cattell, he ſaith : one may ap- 
peaſe 02 abate the furie of ſuch a Ramme in piercing his 
hoznes by his cares (with a wimble oz piercer ) againſt 
the place whereas they doe croke. Alſo the age of a ram 
to couer is beſt at th2e& yeares. And he ſhall be god vnto 
eight yeares : the peawes would be covered after two 
peares, and then they will be god fine peares aftcr.and the 
ſeuenth yeare being once paſt, then they beginne to ware 
weake,x wil faile in getting lambs againe, as J haue ſaid, 
ve ſhall not buy ſherpe vnſhoꝛne, noꝛ to make tw great ac⸗ 

O4 count 
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count of them which haue gray 02 ſpotted well of dinerſe 
colours, foz the uncertainty thereof, Thon ſhalt caſt them 
off as the barren Dheepe, and alſo thoſe which haue moff 
teeth, being of the yearcs olde. Therefoze ye muſt choſe 
thoſe of two ycares,hauing a great large body a long necke 
and long depe wol,not rough o2 ſlubboꝛne, his belly great 
and large of bot ie, couered all with woll, not to be vncone- 
red in any part, noꝛ pet ſmal of ſtature, his gummes rudop, 
tis teeth white and enen, his inne on the bꝛiſuet red, and 
on both ſizes ruddie, his eye ſtrings ruddie, his fell lole, his 
woll faſt, his bzeath long and his fete not hote. Thele are 
the chiefe lignes of a ſound ſheepe. Signes ofa rotten ſheep 
are theſe : his belly full cf water, bis fat yellow, his liuer 
ſhall be knottie and full of bliſters, and if ye ſeth it, it will 
bꝛeake in peecces his ſides pale, his cies pale and darke, his 
gums white, t the wol wil ſonc come off if ye pluck a little 
thereof, Theſe are the ſignes ofa rotten ſha&p oz vnſound. 
Now foz to ſaue and kepe them, ye ſhal vnderſtand pour 
ſhape houſes ought to be made low ( like vnto a hog fipe ) 
and moꝛe in length then in bzeavth, warme fo2 winter, and 
not trait of romes, fo2 feare ot hurting the lambes, paued 
and boꝛded on tze ſides, and within the plate in deſcending 
of their vꝛine and dung. It ſhal be alſo good to hang ok role⸗ 
mary, oꝛ other ſweet and ſtrong hearbes fo2 to take away 
o2 kill the ſent of their vꝛine and dung. It ſhall be alſo god 
to make and ſet the houſe open towards the Sun at none, 
and to be well covered, fo2 theſe kinde of cattell are tender, 
and cannot abide any great cold.. 

Pet although they are houſed they are oftentimes vered 
with cold as reumes, glanders, coughes, and ſuch like, and 
ſo vexed with colde in Minter, as well as with heate in 
Summer, and afoze 02 about their houſes, it were god to 
make a cloſe coat well and high fenced, ſo that they may 
goe fozth of their houſes in ſafetie fo refreſh them. And 
their rackes tobe made two fote high from the earth, with 
racke ſtaues ſet nigh together of a good length. And the 
Sþepheard muſt ſee that they bee cleane kept, and _ 

a 
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that the rackes do ſtand faſt fo2 hurting any olthem. 

They muſt alſo be kept that they haue no water oz other 
moiſture, and that there be pꝛepared of fearne oꝛ dy ſtraw, 
foz thoſe which haue lambs to reſt moze cleaner and ſofter, 
and to ſe that the Kammes gee not with the Cawes, oz 
the Lambes : noꝛ goe with any ficke ſhepe o2 other beaſt; 
and it is better to let the Lambs remaine in the houſe, then 
to goe with their dammes a ficid. And god to let your beſt 
paſture remaine fo2 your Cawes nigh your ſherpe houſes. 
The ſhephe ard allo ſhall often cleanſe the fodering places 
ol his ſhepe, and reſerve it to litter his kine and hoꝛſe, and 
fo ts kerpe their houſes clcane , whereby their health way 
be the better pꝛelerued, and lo in any wiſe they be not hurt 
02 annoyrd with filthic moyſture, ſoʒ thep are tender and 
nice, and do loue cleane places, Ye muſt allo ſe that tteꝝ 
bane god ſtoꝛe of meat, foz hunger in them bꝛeedeth the 
murren. A mal ſtock wel nouriſhed, entreaſtth much moze 
p2ofik vnto their maiſter, then others with twile ſo great a 
locke enduring hunger. And aiſo the ſhepheard mut often 
dꝛiut them ouer changeable paſtures and grounds wheres 
as there is ſcant of feeding and without thoznes 62 buſhes, 
vſing after the authozitie of Virgil, which laith by thele 
verſes following: 


Hie cha: will haue good ſheepe, 
Good woll like wiſe alſo, 
He muſt prouide a ſhepheard 
To lead them to and fro, 
From places which are rude, 
Wich many ill thornes and buſhes, 
And from vnwholſome weed, 
From brambles, prickes and cruſhes. 


Foz thoſe ſcratches make them to b bnquief, and fo 
b2z«d ſcats and other ſozes, that although they are ſhone, 
pet the thoꝛnes will remaine in the fkinne, and grow vnto 
ſcabbes oz other ſoꝛes, and there commonly the wooll doth 
wars

Male lambes- 
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ware loſe and diminiſh euerie day , ſo much moze as it 
doth grow and increale. Theſe beaſts are alwais in danger 
of thoꝛnes growing whereas they are, and oftentimes 
therewith they are tyed with hokes and ſnares, thoznes 
and b2yars, which doe teare both woll and ſkinne, and 
theſe Cattell being tender and delicate, thereby loſeth a 
great part ot their woll, which otherwiſe would keepe if, 
and foz their coupling together of them, all other Authozs 
doe agree; and jopne together in one conſent, that the bea; 
ring e lambing time is at the ſpꝛing, about the twentieth 
oz one and twentith tay of Apziil : ſoz then the Chepe dog 
ware moze ſtronger. | 

Af a pyeaw haue then a little lambe, it were better then 
if ſhe did tarrie vntill June oz longer. Dome therefoze 
(without doubt) do ſay,it would pzofit moze tocouer them 
ſoner, to the end that after harueſt and gathering of fruit, 
the Lambes feeding all Autumne, ſhall make theuiſelues 
frong againſt winter do come.and ſhall better endure the 
faſting in winter. Foꝛ this ſame cauſe it is better to chole 


Autumne then the ſpzing, as Celſus repozteth by the pzaf 


thereof: foz he ſaith, it is moze mæter foz theſe Cattell to 
be made ſtrong before Solſtitium in the middeſt of the mo- 
neth of July, (which is the longeſt day in ſommer ) then be- 
foꝛe Solſtitium in winter , which is in the mitdelt of the 
moneth of December. And among( all cattell, theſe may 
be moſt eaſieſt bzed in winter, if the tountrie be not very 
cold and wet. Ny 

Ik pe haue nee to haue many male Lambes, Ariſtotle 
a man of great knowledge in the wozkes of nature, bee 
commaundeth to be obſerued, and toſpie out the meeteſf 
time to couple and put the rammes to the yeawes : as 
in a dꝛie time when the noꝛth winde bloweth. Then (faith 


he) make the flocke to goe and feede againſt the wind, and 


put the rammes vnto them, and they ſhall haue male 
Lambes. If you will haue pour peawes to bzing female 


Female lanbes. y ambes , put the Rammes vnto them when the wind 


bloweth out ol the South. And foz ts haue maleslikewile,

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they do vle to bind the {eft fone downe with a tender band · 
And to haue females, they binde downe the right ſtone of 
the Ramme. This is done likewiſe in great cattell. iſo 
when pour yeawes haue lambed, and are ſtrong lambs, he 
ſhepheard that leadeth them to ſeeke their paſture , it ſhall 
be god that he leaue behinoe all the young Lambes. And 
thoſe that do ſucke , are meter to be ſoulde vnto the But- 
cher, then thoſe that haue eaten graſſe, foz they are moze 
ſweter and delicate fleſh,and when they are weaned,there 
commeth moze p2ofiteby their milke, then when they goe 
with their dammes. Jt is alſo god and p2ofitable to nouriſh 
them by the ſides of god townes, Fo2 the cattel ot the houſe To alter thy 
is moꝛe p2ofitable then ſtrange cattell. Alſo, ifthy Flocke of flocke. 
ſherpe doe faile at any time thzough age, oꝛ any other occa- 
ſion, thou mull then renewe it in keeping the ſtocke, and 
loking well tyereunto,foz if thy ſtocke once alter, thou art 
like to alter tyy tillage, 

Co bꝛeæde Shepe,the office of a god Shepheardis ,fo To breed. 
nouriſh as mane heave ofcattell yearely, as there are ſick 
oz dead: fo yemuTt vnderſtand the winter, that by ve⸗ 
hement and colde weather, it killeth many Shepe, the 
which ver did ſuppoſe they would haue outbozne the ſaide 
Minter, which in Autumne they might baue bene taken 
well, And therefozc it is very daungerous, withont ver 
faxniſh your ſtock (fram yeareto yeare) with the ſtrongeſt To nourich 
Cattell, and thoſe that ſhall eaſily beare out the after wins ſucepe. 
ter. And he that will follow this, her ought to nouriſh no 
Lambe vnder foure yeares, no2 aboue eight peares. Foz 
foot two, ages are not ſo god to nouriſh, noz thoſe 
which come ofqid.cattell;foxthey followe the ags of their 
parentes, oz elſe are, alwaies barren, w2etched;, and 

ke. The lambing ofyoung yeawes ought foz ta bee 

laked.vato , as though they had midwiues : foz theſe 
Cattell poe trauell inlambing, as well as the woman in 

lachearing, and oſtentimes fo2 ſo much as they areigno-

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dught to haue god knowledge and experience of medecines 
fo2 theſe cattell, and to help them that haue nde thereof, 
and to take out the Lambe wholly together ont of the ma- 
trix. Fo2 when helyeth croſle, he muſt not bee taken out, 
but it ver ſee he cannot well be deliuered, ye muſt helpe the 
Peawe, and take and cut it in peeces , and ſo take it fozth 
without hurting the bizth oz the Beawe. The which the 
Greekes doe call, an vnperfea medicine: then after when 
the Lambe is taken fo2th aliue, pee ſhall raiſe her and ſet 
her on her feete ; and alſo the Lambe, and then let him ap- 
pꝛoach vnto the teates ofthe Veawe, and open his mouth, 
and pꝛeſſe, and make the milke come fozth, that he map be 
accuſtomed thereunto. But befo2e pee doe this, pee Hall 
dꝛawe the Peawe a little, which the heardmen do call ſtro⸗ 
king : this is the grole and thicke milke, the which is the 
firſt miltze after her lambing : foz if ve do not dꝛawe alittle 
thereof, it will omewhat annoy the Lambe. Then let him

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Athough J haue ſpoken of cerfaine paſtures, neuertheleſſe 
pet 1 will heere lap a little of that J haue omitted, the 
which is, the beſt and moſt frankeſt graſſe is that which PaRue ground 
groweth amongeſt errable grounds and furrowes, rather 
then meddowes which are wet 62 moiſt, and the gralle in 
marſhes and moiſt foꝛreſtes is not good fo; ſheepe, no2 ſa 
god paſture foz the feeding of them. And by tong bie ann 
confinuance theſe cattel wil war weary and noyſome ther⸗ 
of, if their keeper do not remedie it in giuing thoſe heepe 
of ſalt with their moat , which ſhall ſaue them and make 
them to haue an appetite. And in ſommer it ſhall be god 
to haue them vnder ſhadowie places o2 trees in wods, to 
the ende, that by their reſtung, they ſha!l haue the better 
appetite when they returne vnto their paſture againe, and 
they may then dzinke, whereby to feede the better : and 
alſo to auoiꝭ their ſurſits. Jn Winter, ve muſt giue them 
hay and tares in their racks to nouriſh them withall They Drinke- 
doe alſo ſa de them with Elme leaues, and of aſhe leaves, 
and ſach like which is guthered in ſeaſons conuenient and 
in Autumne foz to feds them with hay of the latter [cas 
ſon : fo2 that is moze tender and moze pleaſant foz them 
to eate then other which is dzier, oz that which is the 
firſt ripe,the graſſe oz hearbe callen Pellilot,is ſpecial goo 
foz them at all times, and likewilcfoz all other cattell. The 
vle alſo to haue Fitches foꝛ them, which is very goed, and 
to give them of Barlep ſtrawe ſmally beaten and ſho2t, 
which is in winter very god foz them when they can baue 
no other meate.

What times are veſt to weane lambes, in ſome places 
they neuer ſeparate the lambes, from the peaw, which (as 
they ſay)is fo2 two cauſes : ene cauſe is, whereas the rams 
goe with the yeawes it needeth not, fo2 they will wax ſong 
dꝛie, ſo will their lambes bee weaned of themſclues, The

_ Shepalſoareofleſſe ontnes ot nature and wit, then 
other foure foted beaſts. The thunder feareth ſherpe great- 
ly.ſpecially if one be alone. If thunder happen in the eus- 
ning oꝛ night, it is dangerous to make peawen to caſt their 
lambes, oz if any be alone. Therefaze it ſhall be a god re⸗ 
medy to bzing them ints one flocke . Akoznes are ill foz 
ſh&pe,and make peawes to caſt their lambes. 

Some ſhepheards ſay, to ſhere ſhepe not afoze miv- 
ſummer, is god to make them haue a long ſtaple,fo2 in hot 
weather the woll of ſh&pes backes doth gzow mof, 

In folding ofſhepe, the opinion of ſoms huſbands 2 


that the pille of ſh&pe doth heat, helpe, and comfozt the land 
as much 02 rather moze then doth their dung:therfoze ſome 
do wil their ſeruants 02 ſhepheards to raiſe all the ſhepe in 
the folve befoze theg let them fo2th in Winter once cuerie 
night, and to go about the ſides of the fold with a dog, foz 
commonly when as ſherpe do ſe any dogge come nighthem 
they will then dung and pilſe, and when they haue ſo done, 
they let them out of the fold: and this o2der is verie good 
foz your land. 

Againſt the rot, if you feare your ſhepe,in wet times ye 
ſhall put them into a houle thꝛe dates x thꝛœ nights with⸗ 
out meat oꝛ d2inke : then giue to euerie hundzeth a buſhell 
ol bꝛan mixt with as much ſalt laid in froughs,andhunger 
will make them to eateit,then dꝛiue them to the water and 
let them d2inke their fill, then let them be chaſed with a cur 
a god ſpace after, and put them then into what gronnd ve 
will foꝛ one quarter. and they ſhall take no hurt: then mult 
vou take them vp the next quarter to ſerue them ſo againe. 
Thus mult pe vle them foure times in a peare in doubt⸗ 
full times, if ye will laue your ſhepe from the rot. 

Some ſhepheards vſe when they feare the rot, to take 
them vp. and to giue each ſhepe he ſuſpecteth, a little milke 
mirt with ſalt, and to ſet water by them, and to kerpe them 
ſo foz certatne daies, the which is thought a god way to 
pꝛeſerue them, if they be taken in time. 

Some ſhepheards giue their ſhepe the iuice ofclder mixt 
with honied water oꝛ milk giuen warme a little, which wil 
purge water fo2th of their bodies: oz the dzams of iuyce 
ofpurge in a pint ofhonted water,togiue a quantity therof, 
Alſo plantain ſod in water mirt with ſome milk,and given, 
do purge water bet wirt the fleſh and the ſkinne.

The goates are nouriſhed almoſt of nothing chargeable, 
Pet they bzonle and f&d wholly together as the ſheepe;and 
doeclime vp on mountaines againſt the heat of the ſunne, 
with greater fozce then the h@pe, and they be of moze 
greater trauell and exertiſe, and are inozeinſtrength, and 
outer of nature. UWherefoze our anceſtours did vſe them 
as they doe yet in mountaines,and wilde plates, which is 
counted moſt mecteft foz thein, and to haue their houſes and 
gouernement as the ſh@pe have, in putting the bucke a- 

part, as they doe the rammes : fo2 they are in all things go⸗ 
uerned as the ſhepe,and are much conuerſant with cherpe 
in houfing and paſturing alike. 
But theſe kinde of beaſts are not ſo miete to be about 
houſes as ſh&pe,fs2 they are moꝛe hurtful vnto all maner 
of hearbs and bees:thereſoʒe they are.moze mater fo2 to be 
in rougher and barren grounds, as buſhes, rockes, moun⸗ 
R3 taines, 
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taines and ſuch. And lome thinke it god. not fo have in a 
troupe oꝛ heard aboue fiftte goats, becauſe they will be rã⸗ 
ging here and there, and are foliſh cattel and without care 
ſone hanged here 4 there, which are in moꝛe danger then 
the ſhæpe:therfoꝛe it is moze patnefuller vnto their keper, 
and nat to let them goe in cold places, fo cold is moſt hurt⸗ 
full vnto them.

Dit happeneth to other kindes of caffell to haue the 
peſtilence oꝛ murren and ſuch like : and ſometimes 

ſicke ofother diſeaſes.in waxing leane thꝛongy paine ther⸗ 
of: alſo the goates, although they be fat, and in god liking 
fo much the ſoner will they haue the peſtilence,andbecaft 
downe all at once, and die thꝛoughout all the heard except 
pe dinide them: and when it ſo happennelh vnto them, it is 
threflp by the abundance ofpaſture oꝛ fieding. Pow when- 
ſoeuer vit hall ſee one oz tus ſo taken with thts vifeaſe, ve 
muſt let all the reſt bloud intentinent, and ye ſhall not let 
them feede all the dap. but fonre houres, and kepe them ſhut 
tloſe in a pen, oꝛ ſuch like thinge, and to ſee if any ol her dog 
become ſicke ofthe ſame oꝛ any other grieſe, then is it mate ' 
ye give vnts them ofruſhes and rades and allo the ros ot 
white thozne,the which xe wall beate well with a peſtle t 
20n,and then mire it with raine water, withon giuing 
them any other thing to dzinke, If this do not helpe, yes 
mult ſell them and ik pe cannot ſell them, then it were beff 
to kill them and ſalt them. And atter a certaine time, pes 
mult recouer another heard. But ye muſt not doe this be- 
foze the dangerous time of this peftitence be ſpent. oz that 
yeare paſt as if this ſhould be in winter, ye muſt abide vn⸗ 
till the ſummer nett following:o2 if if be in Autumne, then 
tarry tilt the ſpzing time. And when ſome of them chall 
chance to fal ficke in the houfe,ye muſt 14 them the liks

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And when their ſkinne ſhall (well oz inflame, and that 
the Goat is full of water, which the Grerkes do tall Hydro- 
piſis a diſeaſe which commeth by dꝛinking to much watere 
ve mult cut them a little with a ſharpe knife vader the 
ſhoulder and thereby dꝛaw foꝛth all the ſuperfluous mop⸗ 
Qure,and then hcale the wound with tarre, and after that 
the Ge goat hath boꝛne kiddes, if her matrixe be lwolne 02 
that the ſecondine ( which is the ſkin that the kids are lap? 
in) is not well boꝛne, pe hall make her take a pint and a 
halfe of ſod wine o2 if ye haue net that, ye ſhail giue her 
as much of o:her good wine and to fill and ſtrengthen their

Foz Goates haue the like diſcaſes as ſheepe and other 
cattel,and as they ſay the Goats are never without agucs. 
$07 it is a common dileaſe among them: and other diſeaſes 
they catch; in bꝛinging loꝛth al iheir poung kits , as aſoze 
is expʒellied. This J th. abe all be qc ere ſuſticient at this 
time. 

There is alſa in the teats of Goats asin Peawee, a cers . 


taine ſtopping1in ſome vftheir-teats, which ie a hard mat- ,.. — 


ter like a ſtraw of fleagme, which will be in the conduit ot 
the teat, with a little blacke head, ſe me will icke ſo fa 
that the kid oz lambe cannot dꝛawe it fozth , and ſo long 
they can haue no milke. Therefoze muſt the ſhepheardes 
ſee to all ſuch things at the lambing 02 kidding time, oz elle 
thelambeb and kids axe lixe to ſtarue. 

Let the keeper alſa loke vnto the goates, that the females 
be not chaſcd 02 hunted when they be great with kits, foz 
if they be, they will be in danger of miſturning the kids in 
their bellies which cauleth the kids ofitimes to die and put 
the goats in great ieopardie: and ſo is it with yeaws great 
wvitglamb if they be chaſed being great, it turns tyeir ſambs

Alſo the hogheard oꝛ keeper ought often to 
cl:anſe their ſtyes: fo; although theſe kindes of beaſts be 
foule and filthy leeders, yet they do defire to lie cleane and 
dꝛie in their tics. Thus much here foz the nouriſhing and 
god keping of hogs. 

The maner ok gelding ol hogges: there i is two times in 
the peare beſt to geld theſe kind of cattell in: one ol them is 
in the Ypꝛing and the other is in Autumne after Picha- 
elmas. The oꝛder how they doe gelde: one way is thus. 
They make two craſſe ſlits oz inciſions onthe middeſt of 
the ſtones, vpon each ſtone one, and tyen put them loꝛzth, x 
ſo annoint them with tarre. There is another manner 
of gelding, which is moze gentle and moze faire: but it is 
lomewhat moze daungerous, ik it be not well done.

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Heuertheleſſe J wil therin ſhew ſomwhat, and not to leaus 
it: which is, to lit one ſtone on the top, and after ye haus

the Feuer, is this: when they do hang downe their heads, 
o2 beare it aſide, oꝛ when they in feeding and paſturing, do 
ſodainely runne and ſodainelp reſt againe, and ſo fall on 
the ground as they were aſtonied and giddy. Ye muſt ther⸗ 
'foze mark whichſide he holder h vp oꝛ hangeth his head on, 
ſo that ve let him bloud on the eare on the other fide, and ye 
ſhall open the greateſt veyne vnder his taple two fingers 
from the rump oꝛ buttocks: but firſt xe muſt chafe and beat 
it with ſome wand 02 twigge, to the end it may bleve the 
better. Chen it the inciſion (after that you haue dzawne 
blond ) doe beginne foꝛ to ſwell, you ſhall cloſe it together 
in binding about the tayle, the barke of a wille w oz elme. 
And after this, pou ſhall keepe him in the heuſe the ſpace 
of a day 02 two: and you ſhall giuchimas much warme 
water as hee will dzinke , mixed with a pound of barley 


meale. 
Am alſo foꝛ thoſehogs which haue impoſtumes oz ber Impoſlume vn- 
nets vnder their thꝛoates, they ought to be let blond vnder der che duoat. 


the tongue: and when ye haue dzawne blond ſutficient. xe 
muſt rub and chafe all his thꝛoat and groine with ſalt, and 
pure wheat meale beaten together. Some do ſay there is 
not adetter medicine then foz to make them take with a 
hozne, ſixe cunces ot garum, which ye thaltlight'y haue

ſhall beat their beanes (mall, and put them into the trough 
with their other meate tefoze they go to the field, and they 
will thcn remaine themoze in quiet there. 

Allo there commeth ſometimes a ſickneſſe amongſt thoſe

ye ſhall ſee them ware leane therewith, and they will then 
(cantly eate any thing at all: and if yedziue them vnto the 
paſture oꝛ field. they will rele and fall downe by the wap: 
And ifit take them in ſummer, they will lye and Cepe in 
the ſunne all dap, and it taketh them as they had lithargie, 
which is a fleepie and fo2gctful! ſicknes. At this diſeaſe then 
happen, theꝝ ſhut vp all their hogs together in one houſe, x 
let them there remain a day and a night without any meat 
oꝛ dainke. On the nert dax after, to thoſe that will dzinke, 
they gius water, inthe which is ſtamped the rates of wild 
cucumbers. And fo many as haue dzunkethercof will be⸗ 
ginne to vomit,and by ſo vomiting,they are purged cleane 
therel, and when they haue taſt and clcanſed all the choller 
and filth within their ſtomacke. then ye may give to them 
peaſe.fetches o2 beanes, mixt with ſalt water, 02 to caſt of 
bay ſalt amongſt it, and then they doe make them foz to 
d2zirke luke warme water. And as it is very euill and per- 
nicious fo2 all beaſtes (in ſommer) to be d2ie, fo is it moſt 
thietlip in hogs. Vet J would not haue ve ſhould giue pour 
bogs water twiſe a day, as ve doe other cattell, as goates, 
ſhcepe and others: but if you tan in the canicular daies, let 
them ferde nigh ſome riuer, pondes, oz low marſhes. Foz 
their heat is then ſo great. they cannot ſuffice them to dzink 
water onely,but they muſt alſo turne and tolle therein, ſpe⸗ 
cially in myery and dirtie water, the which doth greatly 
refrelh and cole them, lpecially thoſe which haue fatte — 
grea 
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great bellies, And here in nature doth ew them what is 
good for them. 

But if the ſituation ofthe place will not ſaffer and per⸗ 
mit, pe muſt then giue them largely dzinke from the wel oz 
inſuc- a like plate, oʒ elſe ts put. plentis of water into their 
froughes. a it they haue not then all ſufficient thereof to 
d2inke,they will haue the diſeaſe of the lights, which is, to 
be purſie and philicke. But this diſeaſe is eafieto be reme- 
died by putting in their eares the inyce of pomelle, ſo called 
in French in Latine Conſiligo, the which J take to be the 

hearbe called Light-worth oz camphere. 4 
Ltkewiſe your hogges oftentimes will haue the paine of 

the milt, which doth oft trouble them: and then they will 

goe aſide and crooked with their bodies, which commeth by 

à great dzought(as ſome doe iudge ) but molt by fruite, foz 

when fruits do fall from the trees, and lie vpon the ground 

vntaken vp.theſe beaſtes are ſo inſatiable in following the 
ſweetneſle thereof, that thereby they engender this diſeaſe 
in the ſplene: the which ye ſhall remedie, by making them 
froughes to feede out of of wood in Lataine called Tama- 
rix,which,as A thinke is called in Engliſh quicke-beame 
Wood: & ys ſhall therein vſe to giue them their meate and 
dzinke, and that wood will remedie it: foz out of that wod 
will come a water or moiſture,which will heale the inflam- 
mation of that diſeaſe. Domtimes there come inflamations 
in the milf, ſo that it breedes a peſtilence among hogs, 
which comes by vnholſome times, And alſo the rather by 
their filthy bodies and f&ding. oz clſe by ſome infection 
though enillnouriſhment: therefoze it will be god ſome- 
times to keepe them faſting all a night in ſome daz ke place, 
fo conſume the ſuperfluous humozs in them,which they do

Fo2 the vſuall cuſtome thereof will make them man- 
kind:and by eating of dead carrion and other fleſh, will at 
the length make them fall to catching quicke cattell, x from 
thence to fall vnto liuely creatures: and J haue heard cre- 
dible perſons ſay, that ſowes haue taken young childzen 
without the does, as in barnes, being left alone. Some out 
ok their cradles, no bodie being in the houſe. Therefore let e- 
uery hulbandman bewaze of the keping of any ſuch raue · 
ning kind ol beat. ſoꝛ they are very tender ofnole, and will 
ſmell farre off. 

A hogge is verie hurtfull after fwo 02 th2ee peares olde, 
therefoze kill him and if they fall once to eating fleſh which 
is dead, they wil ſoone fall to other aline, that whatſoeuer 
they once lay holo ol, be it capon.chicken,duck,lamb,oz pig 
pe ſhal rather kill them then make them to leaue oꝛ to let it 
— this (hal be ſatficient in this plate foz ſuch rauening 
cattell. 

A way how to fed a hog fat in ſhoꝛt time is, ve ſhal take 
him vp, and put him in the fie, and giue him neither meat 
no2 dzinke the ſpace of thze dayes and the nights, then 
giue him continually, and let him be changed once oz twiſe 
a weeke:t he ſhal be ſogredy after his greate hunger, that 
he will alwayes be hungrie in eating, ſo that he will be fat 
in ſhozt time. 

Apꝛoued way to helpe your meaſeld hogge oz boare is, 
pe thallpthim pin he fieamo key him there th: daies 

and tho nights without meat oz water, oz any other — 
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Then take fine 02 fire apples, and in the toppes make a hole 
and picke out the coꝛes, t flil ech apple in thoſe holes with 
the powder of bzimſtone very finely beaten, ſtop the ſaid 
holes with peces of apples, and caſt them vnto the meaſeld 
bog.firſt one oꝛ two, and ſoths ref, and being hungry, hee 
wil eat them al, then let him ſo remain two 02 thz& houres 
after, and then giue him a little meate, ę no moze till the 
nexte mozning and the next mozning ſerue him ſs againe, 
and gine him fine oz fir apples, as afore ſaid .

Thele hearbes are good and wholſome foz hogs, vaffadill o 
roots, which are good to clenſe the lights ofhogs, And knot- 
graſſe, the which a hog loues marusllous well, and it binds 
e belly, and tauſeth vꝛine, and the iuyte thereof put into 
bis eare, will helpe the paine sf the head. And all the herbes 
aleze mentioned are wholſome fo2 hogs. The garter 
The garget is an ill griete, and many die thereof, which g. 
is aſwelling and inflamafion in the th2oate behinde the 
iawes of the hogge.J canlearne no other remedie bnt this. 
They doe vle to llit it in the midſt, as long as the inflamma 
tion oꝛ ſoze is, and then flea vp the ſuinne on both des, the 
flits, ſo farre as the ſoꝛe is, and then alt to rubbe it with ſalt 
within, and lay tarre without, and ſo he recouereth. Some 
rubbe it with nettles and ſalt. Some with plantaine, with 
ſome burnt allum mixt. Other with the iupce of cuckoipit,. 
and ſalt, and ſtubwoꝛt mixt, and rub it therewith. Sick hogs 
There is a ſicknelle in ſommer amongſt hogs, which ye to — 
ſhal ſooneſt know, be plucking off a handful of his b2;Gles 
on his backe, and ve ſhal plucke them againſt the haire. Jf 
(when ve haue pluckt them they be clean and white at the 
- roote,then he is wel and ſound : but if thy ſeeme at the root 
bloudy oz lpotty it is to be noted he is then wel within his 
bovy. | 
Likewiſe hogges are ſubiect off to the diſeaſe of the milt, 
and likewiſe vats the peſfilence: which increaſsth by eat- — ot 
ing ol vnholſome meates and dzinkes, and by unholloeme * 
times 
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times, fo2 their bodies are apt to receiue ill ay2eS, and ſong 
cozrupt,and moſt of all vp their filthy feeding · They are alſo 
ſubiect vnts feuers and agues,foz the which thing they let 
them bloud on the taple. And foz the catar oz inflammation 
in the neck growing with certaine kernels, which is thought 
to be a kind of leapzie o meaſelrie : ſo the which they let 
them bioud vnder the tongue: if that will not helpe then ys 
muſt ſlit it, and vſe it as pe dofoz the garget, Vhich is afoze 
mentioned. 


Cu ia hg x Yogs will haus the catarre oz reume, it wil make their 


eyes to water, and a moiſture aſcending vp inte their heads 
and it commeth to them commonly by eating of fruit when 
they fall off from the trees, oʒ when the ir is great ſtozʒe thers 
ol, and by eating of rotten fruite, which bꝛerdeth a coꝛrupt 
matter nigh vnto the plague. And likewiſe it doth increa (g 
catarres and inſlammations in the bodie. The remedie is, 
they do vſe to giue them of old capars with their waſh,oz os 
ther meate and they vſe alſo to put amongſt their meate of 
colewoztes both red and white: And likewiſe they put of 
Thamarix, which J take to be thequicke-beame tree, oz the 
bearbe called aramanthus, which ſome do cal floures of lous. 
And fo2 the ſame, to take of marſh mallowes,and mix them 
among their meate,oz fo to take liner wozt boyled in ho- 


Flowing of Nied water and giuen. All the other afozeſaid are very good 


to tay the rume oz catarre. 
Pogs will haue alſo a diſeaſe in the gall, which is called 
the flowing ofthe gall,and is when the gall is ſo full ofcho- 
ler.that it flowes in all parts ofthe body. And beſides, will 
taule a ſwelling vnder the iawes of the ſwine. The remedy . 
is, to camp the inner bark ot elder, and ſtraine it with ale 
oꝛ biere, and giue it warme. Alſo ſome take a handfull of 
gall-wozt, amp it and ſtraine it, and giue it with honted 
water. And foz the (welling,they do rubbe 4 chafe it with 
beaten ſalt, and pure wheate meale mixt together. And ſom, 
do firſt cut the ſkin as afoze ts mentioned in fleaing it on 
both ſides, and then rubb it all oner on both ſides with ſalfr 
and ſo let it go-and it will heale againe.

Another way to help anie hogge, if he be not farre gone 
with the meaſels,to reconer him againe:pe ſhat take your 
hogge and put him in the tie foz a day and a night without 
any meate oz dzinke,Then take a quart ot tale 02 old piſſe, f. 
oꝛ mens v2ine that hath bene kept long, and therein put * 
good handfullofred earth o2 red oker, made in fine powder, 
with a quarter of a pound of blacke ſope:t hen ſtirre t mixe 
it with the piſſe all wel together, and thon let it vnto the 
hog,if he make daintie fo dainke thereof, pe ſhal then put 
thereto a quantity of whay, if he wil not pet take it, then 
put in moꝛe hay, fo ſo he wil take it ſooner, if not, fo:ce 
him to take it and when he hath d2unke it all, let him ſo reſt 
two oꝛ th:& houres after, and then gine him ſome other 
meate not much: # ſo let him reſt without any moze meat 
vntill the nerf mo2ning,and then bie him ſa againe,and let 
him haue lo every mozning foz a weekeſpace 02 moze,as ye 
ſhal haue cauſe therein, and ye ſhal ſæ evperience good. 

Vow beſt fo f&@d a boare intheſtall. Some do vſe to giue 10 fe. 
him of beaues and peaſe, and ſomtimes foz change, to ging .

But if ye wil haue that pour bzawne (hal feed well, and 
be faire white,and tender,ye ſhall giuehimno other thing 
but faire branneand whay mixt together ſomewhat thick, 
which will both fede your boare very well, and k#phim —_—_ of 
cole allo from being meaſeld. 

Yow deft to ring your hogges in times conuenient,and 
becaufe hogsare conimonly rauening fo2 their meat, moze 
then other cattell, it is met therefoze to haue them ringed, 
oz elle they will doe mach hurt in digging and turning vp 
cozne flelds,ſpoyling of medowes, defacing of Commons 
mopling in parkes, turning vp cloſes,viſo2dering ozchards 
and gardens: and deſtroying all fne paſture foz all other 
tattell And in moſt places foz lacke of good ozder aod go- 
uerment.oue neighboure being negligent and carelefſe, 
ſpoples thz& 2 foure of his neighbours groundes withhis 
hogs,moze in a day then can be repapꝛed againe in balfe a- 


peare Anb the cauſe is chiefly foz lacke of ringing in time 
con⸗ 
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connenient, and they ſpoyle and turne vp much faire tom⸗ 
mons and paſture grounds, in ſeking foꝛ wojmes + rotes, 
hauing grafle e feeding enough beſides. One hog (as ſome 
do ſay) will turne vp and ſpoyle as much paſture ground in 
a day, as will paſture ten beaſts ten dayes,which is a great 
loſſe among poꝛe men, that haue the moſt fæding ſoꝛ their 
cattell on the commons, to haue ſo much paſture ground de 
ſtrered. Wherefoze the common ſaping is the hog is neuer 
good b it when he is in the diſh. 
| Therefoze me thinks it hall not be here vnmet to ſpeake 

P:oucarbe ſomething moze ofthe ringing of them: wherein ſome men 
doe ble to pegge them with pegs of hollie, oz ſuch like hard 
wood and hozne,but this kind of pegging will not long en- 
dure,foz they will ſoone bzeake oz weare aſunder. And ſom 
do ring them with red wyar, becauſe they will not and to 
any further coſt, and that is alſo ſoone wozne aſunder, fo; 
red wyar is to ſoft+ Others doe put ringes ofpron: ſome 
with hozne nayles, oz ſtrong white wyar, in the greyne of 
their (nowtes,and thoſe are counted much better to endure 
and yet foz all theſe rings they will bzeake the gzound, if it 
boe anie whit ſoft: therefoze it grieueth them ſmally, as it 
ſhould ſeeme.
